FOR THE YEAR 1837. 


General Assembly of the State of Tennessee, begun and held in the city of 
Nashville, on Monday the second day of October, one thousand eight hundred 
and thirty-seven, being the fiist session of the twenty-second General Assembly 
of said State. 

On which day, (being that appointed by the Constitution,) the following named 
Senators appeared, produced their credentials, and took their seats. The seve- 
ral oaths required by the Constitution, being administered by the Hon. Wm. 
T. Brown, one of the Circuit Judges of this State—to wit:

The Senate proceeded (viva voce) to the elec'ion of a Speaker, and after 
taking the vote under the provisions of the Constitution, it appeared, that Terry 
H. Cahal, the Senator from the county of Maury was duly alected, who was 
thereupon conducted to the Chair, and made his acknowledgments in the following 
words, to wit :— 

SENATORs: 

Before I take the Chair to discharge the duties incident to the honorable station, 
to which your partiality has clevated me, I should do violence to my own feel- 
ings, and injustice to your kindness did I fail to render to you, my most profound 
and grateful acknowledgements for this generous manifestation of your confi- 
dence and regard. The second office, recognized by the Constituticn of our 
proud and renowned State, is a goal of honor and distinction worthy the ambi- 
tion of the most talented and aspiring of her sons, and far above the hopes of 
the man, whom your kindness, rathcr than his merits, has induced you to select, 
to preside over your deliberations. It should be conferred only on age, wisdom 
and experience, as the reward of long and honest labor in the public service. 
Called to assume its responsibilities, with my brief experience in the councils 
of the State, distrust in my capacity to meet your expectations, would prompt 
me to decline the proffered honor, and beseech you to select some member of this 
body more competent to subserve the public interest, did I not feel assured, that 
the same partiality which influenced you, to bestow your highly prized confi- 
dence, will impel you to aid and* sustain the Chair, in the rightful exercise of 
the authority, which may be delegated to it, and to regard with lenity, the errors 
of its occupant. 

Senators: The dispatch of legislation, the convenience of every member 
and the character of the Senate will depend on the order, system and decorum, } 
which shall be here observed. Without a rigid adherence to the rules which this 
body shall adopt, for its government, our labors will neither conduce to our own 
honor, nor confer utility and blessings on our constituents. Those rules must 
be enforced by the Chair; but without your co-operation, the mace possesses no 
force, and your presiding officer no power. 

Senators: You have a right to expect from the Chair, vigilance and industry, 
decision and firmness, impartiality and urbanity. The Chair has a right to 
expect from you, nothing but acquiescence in its decisions till reversed, and that 
courtesy which should characterize the intercourse of gentlemen, and which can 
never depart from this Hall, without derogating from the dignity of the Senate, 
and impairing the ùnsullied reputation of Tennessee. 

Senators: We have assembled to deliberate on public matters ata moment 
of the deepest and most thrilling interest, that ever occurred in the annals of our 
country. The staple commodities of our productive soil return no adequate 
remuneration for the labors of the husbandman; the toils of the industrious me- 
chanic, produce no rich reward,—our circujating medium is depreciated and 
insufficient for the wants of the community,—our commerce lies prostrate, while 
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eredit aud confidence are destroyed; and party discord is p eying on the vitals of 
our beloved country, and separating patriots who should be united as a band of 
brothers, in exertions for the restoration of. that prosperity which alone can bring 
back contentment, and happiness to our constituents. At such a period, the 
magnitude of the topics to be discussed, may sometimes produce excitement, 
which will devolve on the Chair, the high responsibility of checking any dis- 
order which may occur, and interposing its authority, to restore that harmony 
which should always abide in the halls of legislation. 

Senators: Freedom of debate guarantied bv your Constitution, party feel- 
ings the eternal foe of liberty and order, and remarks made amıdst excited dis- 
cussion,—misconstrued by antagonist disputants, may elicit angry retort, and 
produce confusion; which will compel your speaker to resort to those measures 
which may be necessary to restore that order, harmony and peace which should 
always prevail among law-givors, assembled in an enlightened age to legislate 
for the happiness of an intelligent, free and christian people. But should such 
scenes occur, be assured that while the authority delegated’to the Chair to sup- 
press them, shall be exercised with firmness and energy, it will be done with 
the reluctance and kindness, which should actuate an officer who owes his ele- 
vation to your generosity. 

Senators: The Speaker of this body, is but the agent to carry into effective 
operation, the rules, which the Constitution empowers you to prescribe for your 
own government, while enacting laws for your constitucnts. ‘The right to de- 
termine the rules of your proceedings, you possess without limitation or restric- 
tion. Whenever they shall become inconvenient, it will be your duty to abolish 
them, and establish others better calculated to effect your purposes. You also 
have the power at any moment, to change the officer, who is to enforce them, 
and transfer the mace, the emblem of your guthority from him to another more 
competent to wield it. "These high prerogatives, though guaranteed by your 
Constitution, were inherent in the institutions of the country, from which your 
fathers emigrated; and long before they achieved the independence of these 
proud States, had been extorted from crowned heads, with the pike and the hal- 
berd, by the sturdy freemen of an ironage: while they last, and legisiators are 
elected by the unbought suffrages of enlightened freemen, the liberties of our 
country must endure. 

Senators: Permit me again to thank you, and assure you, that this distin- 
guished evidence of your confidence, has filled my heart with an overflowing 
gratitude, which can only terminate with my life. 

I now take the Chair, witha fervent wish, that our labors may be such, as 
shall redound to our own honor,—preserve among our constituents, respect for 
the dignity of the Senate, conduce to the prosperity of our country, the happiness 
of its people, and the perpetuity of those liberties, which were the price of their 
father’s blood, and which constitute the best inheritance, they can leave for their 
children. 

After which, the Senate proceeeded in like manner, to the election of a Prin- 
cipal Clerk, and the vote being taken the first time, it appeared that Archilaus M. 
Hughes of Weakly county, was duly elected. Whereupon an oath of office was 
administered by the Hon. Wm. T. Brown, one of the Judges of the Circuit 
Courts who, thereupon took his seat at the Clerk's table. 
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The Senate next proceeded to the election of an Assistaht Clérk, and after 
nine unsuccessful trials, on motion of Mr. Guild, the election was postponed until 
to-morrow. ` 

The Senate thereupon proceeded tu the election of a Door-keeper,and on taking 
the vote the thirty-ninth time, it appeared Thomas T. Bullock of Bedford county , 
was duly elected, who was thereupon ordered to give his attendance accordingly. 

And thereupon the Senate adjourned.

A message from tlie House of Representatives, by Mr. Mitchell, their. Clerk. 
Mn. SPEAKER: 

I am directed to acquaint the Senate, thata quorum of the House of Repre- 
sentatives of the present General Assembly, have convened, and are ready to 
proceed to business. "They have elected John Cocke, representative from the 
county of Grainger, their Speaker, ——S. D. Mitchell their Clerk, —II. M. Wa- 
terson Assistant Clerk, —Jabez G. Mitchell their Door-keeper, and P. M. Horn- 
beak Assistant Door-keeper,—and then he withdrew. 

Mr. Mitchell submitted the following: ] 

« Resoled, That the printed rules of the last Senate, be taken and adopted, as 
the rules for the government of the present Senate, until otherwise directed," 
which was read and adopted. s 

On motion of Mr. Whiteside, it was ordered, that the Editors of the several 
newspapers, printed in the city of Nashville, be permitted to occupy seats within 
the Bar of the Senate. 2 

Mr Whiteside submitted the following: 

“Resolved, That the Clerk of the Senate, under the direction of the Speaker, 
contract for stationery, for the use of the Senate, during the present session ; and 
the rule requiring resolutions to lie one day on the table, peing suspended, said 
resolution was adopted. 

Mr. Mitchell submitted the following: 

“Resolved, That a Select Committee be appointed to contract for the Job- 
Printing of the Senate.” . 

Mr. Bratcher submitted the following: 

€ Resolved, That the following Standing Committees be appointed, to wit:— 
A Committee on privileges and elections ——on the Judiciary—on Education and 
Common Scho.ls—on the Penitentiary—on Enrollments—on Public Printing—’ 
on the Militia-—on Internal Improvements: and a Select Committee on Finance, 
on Claims and Appropriations, and on Banks and Banking Privileges. 

Mr. Brown submitted the following: : 

Resolved: Thata Committee of three be appointed to draft rules for the gov- 
ernment of the present Serate: and the rule requiring resolutions to lie one day 
on the table, being suspended, said resolution was reud and adopted. 

The Speaker appointed Messrs. Brown, Ledbetter and Guild, to be of said 
Committee. > 

On motion of Mr. Guild, the Senate resumed the election of Assistant 
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Clerk, and m taking the vote the seventy-fifth time, it appeared, that John W. 
Anderson of Davidson county, was duly elected. An oath of office was there- 
upon administered to the said Clerk, by John P, Erwin, Esqr., an acting Justice 
of the Peace for the county of Davidson. 

A message from the House of Representatives by Mr. Mitchell their Clerk. 

Resolved, That a Committee of three be appointed by this House, to join such 
Committee, as may be appointed by the Senate, to wait on his Excellency the 
Governor of the State of Tennessee, and inform him that the two branches of 
this General Assembly, are now in session, and ready to receive any communi- 
cation he may think proper to make to them; and that the Clerk inform the Senate 
of the adoption of this resolution, and the names of the Committee appointed, on 
the part of this House. Said message was read, and concurred in. 

The Speaker appointed Messrs. Whiteside and Bradford to be of said Commit- 
tee, on the part of the Senate. 

The Speaker presented the following letter and accompanying documents.

€ate proposals, réceived by me, agreeably to the provisions of said act.

Mr. Armstrong submitted the following: > 

Resolved, by the General Assembin of the State of Tennessee, That the su- ' 
perintendent of Public Instruction for this State, be instructed to suspend, at the 
Agencies in the different counties, the collection of the monies due the Board of 
Fu Tastes until further ordered by the Legislature. 

Mr es submitted the following: 

Resolved, That the Committee appointed to draft rules for the government of 
the Senate, shall be a committee to act with such Committee as may be appointed 
by the House of Representatives, to draft rules fegulating the intercourse be- 
tween the two Houses. 

The rule requiring resolutions to lie one day being suspended, said resolution 
was read and adopted. 

The Senate then adjourned.

Mr. Whiteside from the committee to wait on the Governor; and inform him of 
the organization of the two Housas, 

Made the following Report: 

The Committee appointed to wait on the Governor of the State, and inform 
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him that the two ITouses of the General Assembly were ready to receive any 
communication he might think proper to make to them, 

Report, That they have performed that service; and the Governor answered 
that he would make a communication in writing to each House of the General 
Assembly on this day, at the hour of 10 o'clock A. M.  * 

Mr. Whiteside submitted the following: 

Resolved, That a Select Committee to consist of five members be appointed, 
to which shall be referred all proposals which may be made under the act of 1836, 
chap. 69. for'the printing of the laws and joint resolutions which may be passed 
at the present session; and for the printing of the Journals of both Houses of 
the General Assembly: and also, all such proposals, as may be made under said 
act, for the execution of the Job-Printing and for furnishiag Stationery and Fuel 
for the use of the Senate—and that said Committee have leave to report by reso- 
lution or otherwise. 

The rule requiring resolutions to lie one day on the table being suspended, 
said resolution was read and adopted. 

The Speaker appointed Messrs. Whiteside, Frey, Coe, Graves and Johnson, 
to be of said Committee. 

On motion of Mr. Bratcher, his resolution of yesterday, on the subject of 
Committees, was taken up, and referred to the Select Committee on Rules. 

Mr. Guild moved to re-consider the vote of yesterday, adopting Mr. Graves! 
resolution “that the Committee appointed to draft rules for the government of 
the Senate, shall be a Committee to act, with such committee as may be appoin- 
ted by the House of Representatives to draft rules regulating the intercourse 
between the two Houses—which motion prevailed. 

Mr. Guild then offered the following in lieu thereof: 

‘Resolved, by the General Assembly of the State of Tennessee, That a joint 
Select Committee be appointed, to draft and report rules for the government of 
the intercourse between the Senate and House of Representatives,—which 
was read, accepted, and adopted. 

The Speaker oppointed Messrs. ‘Brown, Ledbetter and Guild to be of said 
Committee on the part of the Senate. 

On motion of Mr. Ledbetter, the Senate took up a resolution from the House 
of Representatives, proposing to meet the Senate on Wednesday the 4th inst.. 
at 10 o'clock A. M. in the Representative Hall, for the purpose of comparing 
the polls, in the election of Governor for the State of "Tennessee, which was 
concuired in, éxcept the words, «Wednesday the 4th,” with which, they non- 
concur, and propose to insert in lieu thereof Thursday the 5th. 

Ordered that the Clerk acquaint the House therewith, and ask their concur- 
rence therein. 

Mr. Anderson of Davidson, presented the report of the Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, which was received and ordered tothe table. For report 
see oppendix A. i 

Mr. Speaker Cahal, presented the report of the «President, Directors & Co. 
of the Union Bank of the State of Tennessee” which was received, and ordered 
to the table (for report see appendix B.) He also presented sundry written pro- 
posals for furnishing the Senate with Stationery, during the present session, . 
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which were received, and referred to the Committee on “Printing, Stationery 
and Fuel.” . 

Received from his Excellency the Governor, by Luke Lez, Esq, Secretary of 
State, the following message, to wit: 1 
FELLOW-CITIZENS OF THE SENATE, 

AND or THE House or REPRESENTATIVES: 

The times in which we are now brought together, under the requirements of 
our Constitution, are fraught with events of no ordinary character, which demand 
from us all the most calm, and enlightened consideration. In the discharge of 
the high and responsible duties, to which I have been called, by a virtuous and 
intelligent people, I shall proceed to give my views upon such matters of public 
interest, as in my judgment demand your attention; in the most free and unre- 
- served manner. ND 

Although surrounded by a melancholy gloom, produced by the fiscal derange- 
ment which pervades the whole Union, and the consequent embarrassment of a 
portion of the people, I must congratulate you, on the general good health, and 
the rich abundance of all the necessaries of life, which continue to be enjoyed 
by the citizens of our State. A fruitful soil, under the influence of the favora- 
ble seasons, vouchsafed to us by a kind providence, has yielded aliberal reward to 
the labor of the husbandman, which great blessing, calls for our constant grati- 
tude, to the giver of all good. 

It has fallen te our lot to taste the bitter fruits of an experiment upon the cur- 
rency, which, in the midst of the highest state of prosperity,has brought upon us a 
sudden revulsion, and total derangement of the monetary concerns of the country. 
How long, and to what extent, we may be doomed to suffer under this state of 
things, must mainly depend upon the action of the General Gevernment; by 
whose mistakes, and unwise policy this calamity has been inflicted upon us. 

In the mean time, our bestand safest reliance, must be in the economy, in- 
dustry and perseverance of our people, aided by the steady maintenance of our 
own institutions, and a firmly fixed determination, to bear with becoming forti- 
tude, those temporary embarrassments, with full confidence in the just princi- 
ples of our republican system of government, (when faithfully administered) to 
mitigate, and finally relieve us from the evils, we are at present suffering. 

Your attention is imperiously drawn by the Constitution to the subject of ed- 
ucation, which being the most essential means of preserving our free institu- 
tions, will doubtless receive its due consideration. I have ever considered it a 
paramount duty ef the Legislature, to cherish literature and science, and to 
support and encourage common schools throughout the State; and having pressed 
its consideration upon the attention of the General Assembly during its last 
regular session, in two different messages (the one dated October 15th, 1835, 
the other January 25th, 1836,) I respectfully refer you to them, for a more full 
exposition of the views which Í entertain in relation to the subject. It is a mat- 
ter of deep regret, that so little has as yet been done in our State, towards the 
accomplishment of so desirable an object. Our present means, which are con- 
stantly increasing, are sufficient under a proper application todo much good. I 
am aware that a great diversity of opinion prevails, as to the best means of ef- 
fecting the objects contemplated by the Constitution. Some contend that we 
should commence by patronizing to the extent of our means, our colleges and 
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academies; others believe the wiser policy to be the encouragement to the same 
extent, of common schools, with a view to the general diffusion of knowledge, 
among the community at large. My own opinion has ever been in favor of the 
latter; but [ believe that our present institutions are highly defective. 

The term education, used in the most extensive sense, comprehends every 
thing, which tends to the creation, increase and direction ef human power 
whether physical or intellectual. Itcannot be doubted, that the powers of the 
mind, are in a great degree, dependent on the soundness and vigor of the body. 
No spectacle is more common, than that presented by the hardy sons of poverty, 
reared in the most indigent circumstances, and with a very small portion of 
scholastic discipline, rising superior in knowledge and usefulness, to the sons of 
the rich, who, though enjoying all the advantages of a long and constant atten- 
dance, at the most distinguished seminaries of learning, are too frequently ener- 
vated in mind, by the want of that bodily activity and labor, which are essential 
to intellectual excellence. Hence, it may be safely assumed, that in order to 
insure the greatest degree of mental power, that of the body should be dev el- 
oped and increased by a well directed course of exercise, commencing at an early 
age, and regularly continued to full maturity. But the improvement of the 
mind, is not the only good resulting from the active exercise of the physical 
powers. Idleness is the parent of vice, —industry of virtue. The morals of 
an individual, may generally be ascertained, from his industridus, or idle habits. 
And as communities are composed of individuals, the same criterion will enable 
us to judge with an equal certainty of the vices or virtues of both.. Hence, 
according to the opinions Í entertain on this subject, any system of education to 
attain the greatest practicable degree of human power, whether mental or phys- 
ical, as wel] as the discipline necessary to the proper regulation of that power, 
must combine with it, habitual labor, and industry. And I regret extremely, 
that the attempts which have been made in our country, to carry cut this salu- 
tary principle, have not been attended with more signal success. Iam well 
aware of the popular prejudice, which exists against the mode of education, to 
which I havealluded. Labor is repugnant to the feelings of those who are not 
accustomed to it. If, therefore, this prejudice cannot be resisted or overcome, 
owing to the inveteracy of habit, I would recommend, as the next best method: 
. of offecting the object in view, the establishment of gymnastic exercises, in all 
our literary institutions. By this, the faculties of the students will be strength- 
ened and invigorated, and that degeneracy prevented, which must result from 
the habits of luxury, indolence and ease, so extensively prevailing among the 
sons of our more wealthy citizens; the tendency of which is to paralize their 
energies, and render them inefficient in every pursuit of hfe. But as itis the 
special province of another officer of the State, to lay this important «subject 
before you, [ forbear to say more. The deep interest which I have ever felti in 
relation to it, would not allow me to say less. 

A Board of Commissioners of Common.Schools for the State, was created by 
the act of your last regular session, passed the 19th February, 1836, making it 
the duty of the superintendant of Public Instruction, among other things, to 
prepare plans for the improvement, and management of the common school fund, 
as well as for a system, and organization of common schools, It also imposed 
en him, other duties of high importance and similar character, in relation to our 
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eolleges and academies, while few efforts have yet been made by the legislature 
to encourage and sustain our institutions of female education. Many of these, 
have been brought into existence in various parts of the State, by the public 
spirited liberality of our citizens, who are yet struggling to sustain them, with- 
out the aid or patronage of the General Assembly. Surely the education of 
the females of the rising generation, cannot be viewed by the Legislature 
of an enlightened State, as an object of indifference, or as of less impor- 
tance than that of the other sex. 

In the first message which I had the honor of submitting tothe General As- 
sembly, I endeavored to bring to their notice, this interesting branch of educa- 
tion, as deserving their aid'and patronage, and as fraught with the most impor- 
tant and beneficial results, in the improvement of.future generations. ` So ob- 
vious to my mind, is the propriety of extending a liberal encouragement to our 
institutions, for the culture of the femdle mind, to the same extent that we do 
for those of the other sex, that I deem it almost superfluous, in again calling 
your attention to the subject, to offer to your understandings, a single word of ar- 
gument in its favor. All must be aware of the predominating and durable influ- 
ence of early impressions in fixing the character, and in moulding the human mind. 
They are known to be the most lasting, whether for good, or for evil; and'hence, 
the pa amount importance of their being derived from an enlightened source, 
in order that they may be correct and salutary. It is admitted by all, that the 
influence of the mother, over the character of her offspring, is greater than that 
of all the teachers of schools, to whom their education may be confided. It iz 
in infancy around her, in the social and demestic circle, that the first, most last- 
ing and important impressions are received, which give shape to the character, 
throughout after life, and fix the destinies of her sons and daughters. As a 
great “and efficient means then, for the improvement of society, by implanting 
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the youthful mind,—extend the blessings of education, freely and fully, to the 
females of the rising generation. And believing that the importance of -this 
subject, cannot be too earnestly pressed upon your consideration, I would res- 
\ypectfully recommend, that the female. instititutions of learning now in existence 
in this State, or that may hereafter be put into existence, be made participants 
for their encouragement, to an equal degree with the academies and other male 
schools, in accordance with such equitable plans and regulations, as you, in your 
enlightened wisdom, may.think proper to adopt. 
‘The subject of internal improvement, is one in which the people in every sec- 
tion of our State, feel a deep interest, and one which I have heretofore felt it 
-my duty to urge upon the consideration of the Legislature, to which I would 
again invite your deliberate attention. Under the operation of the system for 
the encouragement of internal improvements in this State, adopted by the Legis- 
lature on the 19ih of February, 1836, authorizing the Governor to subscribe on 
the part of the State, for one third of the stock, in any Joint stock company, that 
has heen, or that may hereafter be incorporated for the construction of rail roads 
ot M'Adamized turnpike roads within the limits of this State, I have the honor to 
state that, under the salutary influence thereof, the Executive has subscribed for 
one thigd part of the stock, in the following companies, (to wit:) 
The Nashville, Murfreesboro? and Shelbyville Turnpike Company; capital,

stock $200,000, State subscription made 23d June, 1836, $66,666 668. ' 

The Lagrange and Memphis Rail Road Company with a lateral branch to 
Somerville; capital stock $375,000, subscription on the FUE of the State, made 
23d June, 1836, $125,000. 

The Gallatin Turnpike Company, capital stock $135,000 subscription on the 
part of the State, made 23d June, 1830, $45,000. 

The Lebanon and Nashville Turnpike Company, capita | stock $125,000, 
subscription on the put of thé State made the 4th of October, 1836 for 
$40,000. 

Making the total amount actually subscribed, on the part of the State, in 
these several works of internal improvements $276,666 663. 

Application has been made to the Executive Board, on the part of the Hi- 
wassee Rail Road Company, with a capital stock of $600,000 (two thirds of 
which had been subscribed by individuals) for the State's subscription. A like 
application has been made on the part of the Franklin and Columbia Turnpike 
Company, with a capital stock of $100,000, two-thirds of which had also'beea 
subscribed. In both of which cases, the Board have withheld the State’s sub- 
scription, on the ground, that said conpanies, had not complied with the requisi- 
tions of the law, requiring the two thirds subscribed by individuals to be well 
secured; which subscriptions if made, would swell the liabilities of the State, on 
account ‘of internal improvements, to more than half a mi lion of dollars. 

In the cases in which the Executive Board, had taken stock on the part of 
the State, as above steted, they had received the guarantee of the companies, 
in their corporate capacities, as sufficient security for the stock subscribed by 
individuals, which guarantee the Agent and President of the Hiwassee rail 
road company refused to give, on their application for the subscription on the 
part of the State, At their request, the question (as to the security required 
, by our system and law) was referred to the Attorney General of the State. 
That officer, after a full examination of the law, presented to the Board his 
written opinion (contained in document No. 8, herewith presented) to which 
the Board have thought it proper to conform in their subsequent ac ion. In as 
much as this presents iucreased difficulties, to the companies which have 
been, or may hereafter be incorporated, I respectfully recommend (for the 
satisfaction of all, who are, or may be coucerned) that the Legislature-pass a 
law explanatory of that part of the “Act to encourage internal improvement in 
this State,” specifying in the most explicit manner, the security required i in all 
cases, to authorize a subscription on the part of the State. I would also recom- 
mend that said act be so amended, as to authorize a subscription by the Governor 
on behalf of the State, for one third of the capital stock of any company which 
has been, or may be incorporated, for the purpose of constructing turnpike 
roads in the western part of the State, composed of earth and timber (by cause- 
ways and embankments of earth) under the same rules, regulations and restric- 
tions which are prescribed in regard to rail ronds and M'Ádamized turnpike road 
companies, thereby placing that section of our State, on an equal footing with 
others, in the enjoyment of the benefits of the present system. I would fur- 
ther, respectfully request you to specify the amount to be subscribed by this 
State, and on what conditions, to the Louisville, Cincinnati and Charleston Rail- 
Road Company, which important enterprize, is again recommended to your most 
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favorable consideration. Tennessee occupies a position in relation to this mag 
nificent- undertaking, involving the highest responsibility, being the last State 
concerned, which has been called upon to grant to the company the important 
privilege of banking within her limits. This privilege seems to be considered 
by the company, essential to the prosecution of this great work; a work which 
is surely calculated to confer the most exalted benefits upon a large portion of 
the Eastern division of our State, and to secure which, no ordinary exerti-ns 
should be withheld. In furtherauce of this object, I herewith submit for your , 
consideration, documents 1, 9, 3, 4, 5 and 6, (embracing the letter of his Ex- 
cellency the Governor of South Carolina together with the acts and resolutions 
of that State, relative fo this interesting subject) in full confidence, that while 
you will be disposed to favor the application for the privilege desired to the ut- 
most extent of your authority, and views of expedience, you will, at the same 
time’ guard that privilege in the most careful manner, from abuse or misappli- 
cation. i 

The present equiiable, just and safe system, combining as it does, the capital, 
industry, skill and enterprize of our citizens, with the public interest, and: 
thereby giving the greatest possible security for the proper application of that 
-portion of our funds which may be thus vested, is well calculated to advance 
the internal improvement of our State, with regular and accelerating speed. It 
will, I doubt not, ultimately extend its benefits to our utmost boundaries in every 
section, in which either rail roads or turnpike roads, may be required. "Under 
its influence, those works will be first selected which are most needed, and which 
will yield to those making investments of their private funds, the highest rate 
of profit and interest. It avoids the risk of embarking the State in wild and 
visionary schemes, which by resulting in failure, would lessen confidence in 
others; and although its progress may appear for a time to be slow, being con- 
fined at first to but few objects; yetit will be certain and safe, and will be extended 
as time advances, until it pervades every portion of our State. 

While however, I conceive it to be the true interests of the State to sustain] 
the present system in regard to the encouragement of the construction of turn-; 
pikes and rail roads, I must at the same time invoke your continued attention to 
the improvement of our navigable streams./ They are the great arteries of our 
system, with which are to be connected our other improvements, and the most 
liberad policy should be observed in the appropriations, that may be necessary 
to remove existing obstructions, calculated to prevent, or make hazardous their , 
navigation. These improvements, not falling within the range of the system of 
which Ihave been speaking, the necessary expenditures fer their accomplish- 
ment, must be met entirely by the State. n 

Before taking leave of this partof the subject, I must ask to be indulged in 
calling your attention to a work of internal improvement, which hitherto, seems 
to have attracted no notice in our own State, or elsewhere; but which, never- 
theless, I consider of high importance, not only to a large portion of the citizens 
of Tennessee, but to others of our sister States. [allude to the construction of a 
canal from the Tennessee river, near Savannah in this State, to Big Hatchie, at 
the nearest point of steam boat navigation (at or near a place called Warners- 
ville) above Bolivar, embracing a distance, not exceeding thirty miles¢ By this 
canal, the distance to market, for all produce descending the Tennessee river, 
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would be shortened probably, more than four hundred miles, and the frozen re- 
gion during winter, about the mouth of the Ohio, entirely avoided. Should it be 
found on an examination by the Engineer of our State, that the' situation and 
nature of our country, and the short distance between those points, are favorable 
to the construction of a canal, in which such a vast extent of country is inter- 
ested, it might be undertaken and completed at a time not very far distant. I 
wonld therefore respectfully request the attention of the Legislature to the pro- 
ject, and ask that the Engineer of the State be directed, so soon as the public: 
interests will allow, to make the necessary examination, with estimates for a 
canal, between the points above referred to, and report thereon, as you may 
think proper to direct. 

Contemplating the views and feelings of the citizens of our neighboring sister 
States, as expressed in the acts and resolutions of their General Assemblies, in 
conjunction with those of our own State, it would seem that the spirit of internal 
improvement was indeed “abroad in the land,” and that Tennessee, from her 
geograghical situation, eccupies a position to der. ve incalcálable benefits from the 
successful prosecution of those grand and important schemes, which have been 
sét on foot, by the enterprise of a frée people. Louisiana has urged upon our 
consideration, the great work of a rail road from New Orleans to Nashville, for 
which we have granted a charter, with the desired privileges. Mississippi has 
been rapidly imbibing a s'milar enterprising spirit, and has at this time, several 
important works of this kind, in actual progress. Alabama also, has been press- 
ing on, two wor ks towards us—one to connect by rail road, the navigation of the 
Tombigbee with the Tennessee river near Florence; the other, that of the Ala- 
, bama river, with the Tennesssee near Rossville. / ‘Georgia, besides her other 
“works of similar kind, has proposed the construction of a rail road from the 
Chatahoochee river, to the southern boundary of our State, in a direction to- 
wards Rossville, and requests our permission to extend the same through our 
territory to the Tennessee river. 

Virginia holds out a prospect, of the construction of a rail road to our north- 
eastern boundary, while Kentucky is proposing similar works from the Ohio to 
our northern limifs—inviting us thereby to unite in the extension to this point. 
In addition to these, the States of South Carolina, North Carolina, Kentucky 
and Tennessee, have jointly embarked in a still greater undertaking in the con- 
struction of the Charleston and Cincinnati rail ‘road, with which they are pro- 
gressing. These, with our own works,—the great central road threugh our 
State, from east to west, commenced by your predecessors, and on which our 
Engineers are now engaged, together with others of similar character within our 
limits, in which the State has become interested, and those which may hereafter 
demand her subscription under our existing law—will open up to you an exten- 
sive field for contemplation. It is to me, as it must be to every friend of the cause 
of internal improvement, p matter of deep regret that there should exist ought to 
repress the anticipations which a survey of the future successful prosecution of 
these several works, is calculated to inspire; or, that the lively feelings of inter- 
est, which, but a short time ago, were so extensively prevailing upon a subjectof 
such vital importance to our prosperity and glory in years to come, should have 
been checked and abated by any unforeseen calamity. But in the midst of our 
highest hopes, and in the very outset of our schemes of imptovement, we are 
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visited by the blighting effects of the measures of the General Government, in 
relation to the currency—measures more pernicious and unholy than were ever 
known to be inflicted upon the people of a free and enlightened country—while 
we are still threatened with another experiment, in continuation of the same 
;blind and infatuated policy. "This policy, if adopted and acquiesced in, it is 
fer edtly to be feared, will, for a time at least, paralyze the energies of the States, 
-in the prosecution ‘of those works of internal improvemeent, to which I have 
‘briefly alluded. Pointing, however, to our State, as to a common center, should 
our neighboring sister States proceed in their accomplishment, sound policy 
would seem to demand from us, a ready co-operation, in at least carrying on 
each work to the point desired, so far as the same may lie within our own 
limits. 

In the unfortunate A of our monetary concerns, to which I have above 
alluded, and with the uncertainty which hangs over the fatate, it becomes us to 
act in a spirit of caution, as well as of perseverance. Our system, with all that 
is progressing under it, is yet in its infancy; and it devolves upon us to cherish 
and sustain it, under every circumstance, to the full extent of our means and 
power, avoiding (which in my judgment, is the greatest danger to be apprehen- 
ded) failure in any undertaking of internal improvement, by a premature at- 
tempt to do too much. 

In the progress of our system, the State has issued her bonds to the amount 
of $66,666 G6scts. There has been subscribed to other companies, the addi- 
tional amount of $210,000, for which her bonds are subject to be issued, when 
called for by the respective companies, making the aggregate amount of stock 
now taken by the State, $276,666 66%cts—for a part of which, only, have 
bonds been issued, as before stated, but the remainder will, in all probability, be 
very soon called for. In addition to these amounts, Tam officially informed, that 
the stock has been subscribed by individzals and companies, in other works, to 
the amount of $466,666 663cts., which will demand the further subscription, 
on the part of the State of $933,333 33%cts. (being one third of the capital 

stock) which wil! swell the whole amount of State bonds to the sum of more 
than half a million of dollars. On this amount, the State will be Lound to pay 
the interest of 54 per centum per annum, semi-annually, at the office of the 
Treasurer of Tennessee. To preserve the character of our State, and to sus- 
tain the credit and value of our State bonds, is considered of the highest im- 
portance to the success of our system. Hence, I fcel it my duty, earnestly and 
respectfully, to press upon your consideration, as the best means of effecting 
these desirable objects, the adoption, during the present session, of efficient 
measures to meet in the most prompt and punctual manner, these obligations of 
our State, by making provision for the payment at the Treasury of our State, 
of the interest on all her bonds which have been, or may be issued, at the times 
when it may fall due, in gold and silver or its equivalent. Every contingency 
possible to accrue, in consequence of failures on the part of the companies, to 
pay at the time, and in such currency, should be fully provided against; and the 
strictest punctuality secured on the part of the State, by the most effectual 
means within your power. 

The appropriation of five thousand dollars, to pay the expense of surveying 
the route for the Charleston and Cincinnati Rail-Road, through the State of 
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Tennessee, provided in the act passed at the called session of the General As- 
sembly on the 25th of October ; 1836, has not been called for, nor any part 
theroof, for that purpose. `, In pursuance however, of the other provisions çon- 
tained in said act, the Governor, Comptroller and Sicesolary of State, have ap- 
pointed Mr Albert Miller Lea, Principal Engineer of the State, with a salary of 
$2,500 per annum, and Messrs. Clement W. Nance, and Thomas O'Reilly As- 
sistants to receive not less than $60, nor more than $75 per month,—the ex- 
penses of all, vhile engaged in the field, to be paid by the State. The appro- 
priations made for this ser rvice, being requíred to be paid out of the interest ac- 
cruing on ie deposites of the surplus revenue received by our State, could not 
be obtained until after the Ist day of July last (when the first dividend was de- 
clared on the same) a period entirely too late, to leave time for the examination 
of the central route through the State, from the Mississippi river to the Virginia. 
line, aud for making the drafts and estimates for a rail-road, and turnpike road, 
previous to their being submitted to the Legislature, as required by the provis- 
ions of said act. In order therefore, to obviate this difficulty, and to accomplish 
the object in view, the Executive Board obtained a loan from the Union Bank, 
(which has since been refunded out of said interest) by which means, the En- 
gineers were enabled to enter upon their duties, in the examination of said cen- 
tral route, about the middle of March last. Sines that time they have been 
dilligently engaged in the prosecution of their labors, and have nearly com- 
pleted the examination of the whole route. A draft. of which, together with 
the estimates, will be sudmitted to the Legislature, as required by law, for their 
examination, with a view to future action on the subject, 

In pursuance of the Resolution of the General Assembly, passed at its called 
session, on the 26th October, 1836, requesting the Executive to prepare and 
transmit to the President of the Senate, and to the Speaker of the House of 
Representatives of the Congress of tha United States, copies of the Assembly’s 
memorial in relation to the Volunteers of tl.is State, with the documents therein 
referred to, I have the honor to inform you that the duty enjoined by said Reso- 
lution was promptly discharged by forwarding the memorial and accompanying 
documents, to both branches of Congress. ‘The result has been promulgated 
in the act of Congress, dated the Ist of March, 1837, under the provisions of 
which, after considerable delay! the greater portion of the Volunteers of this 
State have heen paid. This portion includes every fully organized company, 
reported tothe Governor assuch, under either of three different requisitions, which 
attended at the time and place of rendezvous, according to his orders. There 
are, however, a few companies yet unpaid, who incurrred the expenses of pre- 
paring for the public service, and held themselves for a time in readipess; but 
who did not attend any place of rendezvous, and were not mustered into service. 
The order for the payment of these companies, was withheld by the agent of 
the War Department, sent to this State, for the purpose of deciding what compa- ' 
nies were embraced in the provisions of said act of Congress, I have, however 
—-believihg that they also, are entitled to remuneration, forwarded the principal 
part of the Rolls, with the proper certificates annexed thereto, to Washington, 
for the inspection and decision of the Secretary of War, and the Attorney Gen- 
eral of the United States. Amid the trouble and embarrassment, in which I 
have been involved, by the rapid succession, in which the three several requisi- 
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tions were made upon this State, and the entire failure of the General Govern- 
ment, in two instances, to provide forage and subsistence for the Volunteers, who 
so promptly responded to the calls, it has been a source of just pride and exulta- 
tion, to have witnessed throughout the State, on all those occasions, that chiv- 
alric spirit and patriotic devotion to the national defence on the part of our citi- 
zens, which has shed such lustre upon the name ef Tennessee. 

The prosperous condition of our Penitentiary, realizes the most sanguine 
anticipations of the friends and advocates of the system. Instead of being a 
burthen to the State, it is at this time, a source of considerable revenue, as will 
be more fully shown by the detailed statement of its transactions, duritig the past 
two years, which will be submitted at an early period of your session, by the 
Superintendant of the institution. This high state of prosperity, however, 
cannot be expected to continue without the care and attention of the Legisla- 
ture, whose watchfulness over it, and attention to its criminal code, its discipline 
and every thing else calculated to sustain and improve so important an institu- 
tion, T would invoke in the most earnest manner. ~ As a humane and enlightened 
improvement in the system, I respectfully recommend to your consideration, 
the propriety of entirely abolishing punishment by death; in our State, and of 
substituting in its stead, confinement at labor in the Penitentiary during life, or 
of making provisions by which capital punishment may be commuted by the 
Executive, under such regulations and restrictions, as may be deemed expedi- 
ent, I would also recommend, that the Governor be exempted from serving as 
inspector of the institution, and that a board of inspectors, sonsisting of three 
suitable persons, to be appointed by the Legislature or the Executive, be con- 
tinued with similar powers as heretofore. The board thus appointed, should be 
required to hold regular sessions of at, least one day quarterly, (and longer if 
necessary) and as much oftener as may be desired by the Superintendant, to act 
on such business as he may bring before them. The acts and decisions of said 
Board, should be reported to the Superintendant at the close of each meeting, 
and to the Governor semi-annually. And as experience has taught us, that the 
services of suitable persons cannot be obtained without compensation, I would: 
suggest the expediency of allowing the members of said board a reasonable re- 
muneration, for their attention to the duties assigned them. The annual ex. 
pense to the State would be trifling, and would, I doubt not, be more than coun- 
terbalanced, by the attention to this part of the public interest, which it would 
insure. 

In pursuance of the provisions of the act, entitled “an act to secure to the 
State of Tennessee, her portion of the revenue of the United States,” the Gov- 
ernor, Comptroller and Treasurer of the State, have received such portions of 
the same as have fallen due. The amount ascertained at the Treasury of the 
United States, as the proportion to be received by Tennessee under the provis- 
ions of the act of Gongress «to regulate the deposites of the public money? was 
one million, nine hundred and eleven thousand six hundred and seventy-six 
dollars, fifty-three cents. Three instalments of four hundred and seventy-seven 
thousand, nine hundred and nineteen dollars, and thirteen cents each, have been 
received and loaned to the chartered banks of the State, in the proportions and 
manner directed by the act of Assembly before mentioned. The President and 
Directors of the Farmers and Merchants Bank of Memphis, after receiving 
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their proportional share of the first instalment, deemed it inexpedient to parti- 
cipate further in the reception of any portion of said deposites, and the Second 
and third instalments, have been divided between the Union and Planters Banks 
at Nashville; and under existing circumstances we cannot, perhaps, calculate on 
the reception of the fourth instalment. "The future disposition of that which 
has already been received, will engage the attention of the Legislature at its 
present session. Various plans and expedients have been suggested, between 
the relative merits of which it is not my special province to decide. "The sub- 
ject, is submitted to your enlightened consideration, in full confidence that in 
whatever scheme you may adopt, the entire security of the amounts received 
on deposite, and the interest to accrue thereon, will form one of its prominent 
features. — [ would also, in connexion with the subject, respectfully recommend, 

that provisions be made during your present session, amply sufficient, to meet, 

under any circumstances, the requirements of the act of Congress of June 
93d, 18306, thereby avoiding the inconvenience and expense of a called session 
of our Legislature, should any portion of the funds received on deposite be 
called for by the General Government. 

The situation of our Banks, will be made known to you by the official reports 
which will be presented by each institution, showing their actual condition, and 
the policy by which they have been governed, since their suspension of specie 
payments. This suspension has doubtless been caused by the general calam- 
ity which pervades the whole Union, and was forced upon them by circumstan- 
ces over which neither the Banks or the State had any control. In this unex- 
pected state of things, the Banks had adopted a safe and cautious course of 
policy, in withdrawing a portion of their notes from circulation, which, although 
operating injuriously on many of our citizens, may have been deemed indispen- 
sable, toa return toa sound circulating medium. Whether the adoption of this 
policy is premature or not, will im some degree, depend on the proper or impro- 
per exercise of the power of Congress, in the regulation of the currency, du- 
ring its present or succeeding session. In the dilemma in which we are placed, 
I consider it our duty, having in view the interest and prosperity of the people, 
to sustain our own banking institutions, if as 1 believe will be the case, they 
shall be found to have been governed by honest and correct motives, in the di- 
rection of their operations. While however, I thus express my favorable indi- 
vidual opinion, I would advise the closest scrutiny into their condition and policy. 

The establishment of the Comptroller’s Office and the appointment of a Comp- 
troller, required by law to report to the Legislature, on the finances of the 
State, have relieved the Executive from that duty. This office is one of im- 
portance in our frame of government, and notwithstanding the pecuniary em- 
barrassments of the times, I feel it my duty to recommend an increase of the 
Comptroller’s compensation, commensurate with the dutias he is required to per- 
form, 

I would suggest the propriety of repealing the law, requiring the office of 
the Secretary of State tu be kept where it now is, and of passing an act, au- 
thorising the Secretary to procure a suitable place therefor. The rooms at pre- 
sent occupied, besides being indispensable for the use of the Committees of the 
Legislature, are by no means suitable for the preservation of the offisial docu- 
ments, books and papers, of the State, 
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The revenue system, will require your attention, in making such improve- 
ments as experience may have shown to be necessary. It is not to be expec- 
ted, that the Legislature in its first action, under a new system, upon so impor- 
tant a subject, should have fixed regulations, which would require no subsequent 
amendments. This subject will be more fully presented to your view, in the 
report of the Comptroller of the revenue. 

The Judiciary, at all times too important a branch of our government to be 
passed without attention, at any. regular session of the Legislature, is respect- 
fully presented to your considération, with a view to its thorough examination 
and improvement. It appears that the times of holding some of the courts, un- 
der existing provisions interfere with each other. Some amendments, in this 
respect, may be found necessary. 1 would also submit for your decision, whether 
semi-annual ses-ions of the Circuit Courts, would not be sufficient, in lieu 
of three sessions per annum. An alteration to this effect would save much ex- 
pense, and relieve the people of the tax, and inconvenience of serving as 
jurors in said courts, to a considerable extent. 

Some appropriations have heretofore been niade, for the purpose of erecting 
a Lunatic Asylum in the vicinity of Nashville, which, if completed and opened, 
under wholesome regulations, for the reception of the unfortunate, will add 
much to the character of our State for humanity, liberality and enlightened 
policy. A situation has been procured, buildings commenced, and some other 
improvements are progressing: but I am informed, that the appropriations hete- 
tofore miade, will not be sufficient for their completion. I therefore invite your 
attention to the subject, and recommend an examination, by commiftee or other- 
wise, into the condition of the works, with a view to the adoption of such mea- 
sures as you may deem expedient for their preservation and further protection. 

According to the previsions of the act, passed at the called session entitled. 
“An act to provide for the survey of the lands ceded to the United States by the 
Cherokee Nation of Indians within the State^of ‘Tennessee, by the treaty of 
the 23d May, 1836,” it is required of the Surveyor of the Ocoa District, 
to cause a descriptive plat of the whole land surveyed, to be transmitted 
to the Secretary of State, on or before the meeting of this General Assem- 
bly (including the whole district) designating the 16th section in each town- 
ship, for the use of schools, und running and marking into forty acre tracts, 
the parts where gold may have been discovered, &c. Inasmuch as it may 
be deemed expedient to dispose of the lands thus acquired and surveyed, before 
your next convention under the regular operation of the Constitution; and as it 
is desirable to avoid, as faras possible, the necessity for a called session for that 
or any other purpose, I would recommend to your consideration, the propriety of 
enacting before your adjournment, all necessary laws and regulations, for the 
disposition of the lands, in the said Ocoa District, strictly guarding against the 
violation of any rights or privileges secured by the treaty, and protecting ihe 
citizens of Tennessee, now resident or who may hereafter become: resident 
in said dictrict of country, in the enjoyment of such rights as they may have 
acquired. 

During the past year, a portion of the public arms of this State, were at the 
request of the President, loaned to the United States, for the purpose of arming 
the Tennessee Volunteers, called out under the requisition of the Secretary of 
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War, of the 25th of May, 1836, with the understanding that théy should be 
returned at such places as might be required. In order to carry into effect the 
provisions of our militia law I have required twelve hundred and eizhty stand 
of the arms and accoutrements, topether with some swords and pistols, thus 
loaned to be delivered at Knoxville, for the use of the fivst division, and the re- 
mainder at this place. -I have also caused to be delivered at Jackson, fourteen 
hundred and twenty sand, for the use of the fourth division, and have still re- 
maining here, one six pounder with appendages; 180 Halls rifles, brass mount- 
ed, with bayonets; 4675 muskets with bayonets; 109 pistols; one box of Hall’s 
rifle flasks ; 228 pairs of holsters; 81 pistol cartridge boxes; one box bullet moulds; 
14,400 Hals rifle cartridges; 27,000 musket cartridges; 5,000 rifle flints; 
5,000 musket flints, and about 200 bayonet straps. 

This distribution of a portion of our public arms for the use of the first and 
fourth divisions, renders some amendments necessary to our militia laws, in regard 
to the issuance of arms to volunteer companies, the Captains of which are re- 
quired to give bond and security to the Governor. : 

1 would recommend an amendment, directing such applications in those divis- 
ions, to be made to their respective Major Generals, and the bonds to be filed with 
them, under such regulations, as may be deemed proper. Nine companies have 
received arms, and have given the requisite bonds, since my former communica- 
tion to the Legislature on this subject. 1 would also, respectfully recommend a 
general revision of our militia laws, for the purpose of their better arrangement 
in a more condensed form, and for the incorporation of an amendment, providing 
for the annual encampment of the officers of each Brigade, for such number of 
days,as may be deemed expedient. Iam thoroughly convinced that this 1s one of 
the most efficient means, in time of peace, of imparting at a small expense, mili- 
tary spirit and tactics among the people. The devisement of some plan, by 
which a feeling of pride and emulation in the science of war, shall be infused 
into our citizen soldiers, is surely worthy your attention. 

Since the adjournment of the last session of the Legislature, Milton Brown, 
Esq. of Jackson, has been appointed Chancellor of the Western Division of the 
State, to fill the vacancy occasioned by the resignation of Hon. P. M. Miller. 
William R. Harris, Esq. of Paris, has been appointed Judge of the Ninth Judi- 
cial Circuit, to fill the vacancy occasioned by the resignation of the Hon. John 
W. Cook, and Valentine D. Barry, Esq. of Bolivar, has been appointed Judge of 
the Eleventh Judicial Circuit to fill the vacancy occasioned by the resignation of 
the Hon. Austin Miller; all of whom have been commissioned accordingly. 

I have the honor to state that in obedience to a resolution of the General As- 
sembly, adopted 14th October, 1836, a correspondence was opened, as directed, 
with his Excellency the Governor of Mississippi, relative to the establishment 
of a boundary line between that State and Tennessee, and that the subject was 
brought before the Mississippi Legislature, at its last regular session. [ refer 
you to accompanying document No. 7, for full information as to the action had, 
and the authority vested in the Governor of the State. In virtue of his author- 
ity, his Excellency appointed three Commissioners on the part of Mississippi, 
and expressed a desire that others should be appointed by me, to co-operate in 
kehalf of Tennessee, in running and defining the line dividing thé territory of 
ihe two States, as being most likely to give general satisfaction. Concur- 
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ring in this view, and believing that the public interest required an acquiescence 
in the amicable suggestions of his Excelency, I have deemed it expedient, al- 
though vested with no express authority to do so, to appoint the following gen- 
tlemen to act as Commissioners on the part of this State, to wit:—Col. John D. 
Graham of Memphis, Hon. Austin Miller of Bolivar, and Col. Potts princi- 
pal engineer of the Lagrange and Memphis Rail Road Company. But we have 
been déprived of the services of the latter, in consequence of his absence at 
this time, from our State. The Commissioners of Mississippi, arrived in the 
early part of August, for the purpose of entering «n said duties, since which 
time, I am informed they have been engaged, together with Col. Graham, and 
Judge Miller, in taking observations at different points along said. boundary, in 
order to ascertain the 35th degree of north latitude, and are at this time, en- 
gaged in running the line, according to the resolutions of the Legislature of 
Mississippi, accompanied by said Commissioners before mentioned, who were 
appointed to act on the part of Tennessee; and I have every reason to hope, that 
this boundary will now besettled, in a manner satisfactory to both States;'a joint 
report from the Commissioners on this subject, is expected in a few days, which 
will be submitted to your consideration. In the mean time I must respectfully 
request, that provision be made to defray the expenses, and provide a reasonable 
compensation to the two Commissioners, who haye been thus engaged on the 
part of eur State. 

In the discharge of a duty enjoined by the Constitution, I have thus freely 
communicated to you, the information in my possession, relating to the progress 
of our government, since the last session of the General Assembly, and have 
frankly recommended to you such measures as Í have deemed necessaiy and 
expedient, and will, from time to time, cheerfully afford any additional informa- 
tion in my power, which may be calculated to aid you in your deliberations. 
Coming however, as you do, immediately from amongst our fellow-citizens, you 
are enlightened and instructed, by their feelings and wishes. In carrying those 
wishes into effect, either by the suggestions I have made, or by any others, how- 
ever different in their character, you may rely upon my ready co-operation in 
every constitutional measure which may be calculated to elevate the character 
of our State, or to promote the interests, happiness, and prosperity of our'con- 
stituents. NEWTON CANNON.

Mr. Speaker—The House of Representatives concurs in the amendment pro- 
posed by the Senate, to the resolution of the House, proposing that the Senate 
meet the House of Representatives to compare the votes for Governor of the 
State of Tennessee, and then he withdrew.

Rules and orders for conducting business in the Senate of the General As- 
sembly of the State of Tennessee. 

Touching the duty of the Speaker.’ 

Ist. He shall take the Chair every day precisely at the hour te-which the 
Senate stands adjourned on the preceding day.—Shall immediately call the 
members to order, and on the appearance of a quorum, shall cause the Journal 


‘of the preceding day, to be read. 
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9d. He shall preserve order and decorum—may speak to points of order, in 
preference to other members, rising from his seat for that purpose, shall decide- 
questions of order, subject to appeal to the Senate by any two members; on which 
appeal, no member shall speak more than once, unless by leave of the Senate. 

3d. He shall rise to put a question, but may state it sitting. 

4th. Questions shall be directly put in this form, to wit: “As many as are 
of opinion that (as the question may be) say aye, and after the affirmative voice 
is expressed, —as many as are of a contrary opinion say no. If the Speaker 
doubts, or division be called for, the Senate shall divide: Those in the affirma- 
tive of the question shall first 1 rise from their seats;—and afterwards, those in 
the negative. 

5th. ‘The Speaker shall examine and correct the Journal before it is read. 
He shall have a general direction of the Senate Chamber. He shall have a 
right to name any member to perform the duties of the Chair; but such substi- 
tution shall not extend beyond one adjournment. 

6th. All committees shall be appointed by the Speaker, unless otherwise 
specially directed by the Senate, in which case they shal! be appointed by the 
Senate, viva voce; and if upon the first time of voting, there is no election, 
there shall be a second voting, in which a plurality of votes shall prevail. 

7th. In all other cases, a majority of the votes given shall be necessary to 
an election. 

8th. In cases of any disturbance, or disorderly conduct in the lobby, the 
Speaker or Chairman of the Committee of the Whole, shall have the power to 
order the same to be cleared. 

Order of the business of the day. 

Oth. As soon as the Journal is read, the Speaker shall, through the Clerk, 
call for petitions from the Senators of Districts, beginning with the most East- 
wardly, and progressiug Westwardly. Reports from Standing Committees shall 
be next in order, —then, reports from Select Committees. 

. 10th. No member shall speak to another, or otherwise interrupt the busi- 
ness of the Senate, or read any newspaper while the Journals or public papers 
are reading, or when any member is speaking in any debate. 

llth. E.ery member when he speaks, shall address the Chair, standing in 
his place, and shall confine himself to the question under debate, and shall avoid 
personalities; and when he has finished shall sit down. 

12th. When two or more members rise at the sam» time, to speak, the 
Speake? shall determine who has the floor, —but in all cases, the member who 
shall first rise, and address the Chair, shall speak first. 
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13th. If any member in speaking, or otherwise, transgresses the rules of 
the Senate, the Speaker shall, or any member may, call to order. In which 
case, the member so called to order, shall immediately sit down, unless permit- 
ted to explain; and the Senate shall, if appealed to, decide on the case, but with- 
out debate. If there be no appeal, the decision of the Chair shall be submitted 
to. If the decision be in favor of the member called to order, he shall be per- 
mitted to proceed, —if otherwise, he shall not be permitted to proceed, without 
leave of the Senate. And if the case require it, he shall be liable to the cen- 
sure of the Senate. ; f 

14th. If the member called to order by a Senator, for words spoken, the 
exceptionable words shall immediately be set down in writing, that the Speaker 
may be better enabled to judge of the matter. 

15th. No member shall absent himself from the service of the Senate, with- 
out leave first obtained; and in case a less number than a quorum of the Senate 
shall convene, they are hereby authorized to send the Door Keeper or any other 
person or persons, by them authorized, for any or all absent members, as the 
majority of such members present shall agree, at the expense of such absent 
members respectively, unless such excuse for non-attention shall be made, as - 
the Senate when a quorum is convened, shal] judge sufficient. 

16th. No motion shall be debated until the same be seconded. 

17th. When a motion shall:be made and seconded, it shall be reduced to 
writing, if desired by the Speaker, or any member—delivered in at the table 
and read, before the same shall be debated. 

18th. When a question is under debate, no motion shall be received, but to 
adjourn— to lie on the table—for the previous question—to postpone to a day 
certain—to commit or amend—to postpone indefinitely: which several motions 
shall have precedence, in the order in which they stand arranged; and the motion 
for adjournment shall always be in order, and be decided without debate. 

19th. If the question in debate contains several points, any member may 
have the same divided, but on a motion to strike out and insert, it shall not be 
in order to move for a division of the question;—But the rejection of a motion 
to strike out and insert one proposition, shall not prevent a motion to strike out 
and insert a different proposition; nor prevent a subsequent motion simply: to 
strike out, nor shall the rejection of a motion simply to strike out, prevent a 
subsequent motion to strike out and insert. 

20th. , In filling up blanks, the largest sum, and longest time, shall be first 

ut. 

i 91st. When the reading of a paper is first called for, and the same is ob- 
jected to by any member, it shall be decided by a vote of the Senate, without 
debate. 

29d. When the yeas and nays shall be called for by any two members, each 
member called upon, shall, unless for special reasons he be excused-by the 
Senate, declare openly and without debate, his assent, or dissent to the ques- 
tion. 1n taking theayes and noes, and upon the call of the Senate, the names 
of the Senators, shall be taken alphabetically. 

23rd. When the ayes and noes shall be taken upon any question, in pur- 
suance of the above rules, no member shall be permitted under any circum- 
stances whatever, to vote after the decision is announced from the chair. 
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24th. When a question has been once made and carried in the affirmative 
or negative, it shall be in order for any member of the majority to move for 
the re-consideration thereof; but no motion for the re-consideration of any vote, 
shall be in order, after a bill, resolution, message, report, amendment or motion, 
upon which the vote was taken, shall have gone out of the possession of the 
Senate, in'announcirg their.decision: nor shall any motion for re-consideration 
be inorder, unless made on the same day on which the vote was taken, or 
within the two next days, of actual session of the Senate thereafter. 

25th. Before any petition or memorial, addressed to.the Senate, shall be 
received, and read at the table, a brief statement of the contents of the petition 
or memorial, shall be verbally made,-by the introducer.

Chairman, meet in conference, and state to each other verbally, or in writing, 
as either shall chose, the reasons of their respective Houses, for, or against the 
amendment; and confer freely thereon. 

9d. Messages shall be sent by the Clerk. 

3d. When a messenger shall be sent from the House of Representatives 
to the Senate, he shall be announced at the door of the House, by the Door 
keeper ; and he shall respectfully communicate his message to the Chair. 
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4th. The same ceremonies shall be observed, when a messenger is sent 
from the Senate to the House of Representatives. 

' 5th. All Bills on passage between the two Houses, shall be under the sig- 
nature of the Clerk. 

6th. Bills shall be enrolled by the Clerk of the Senate, or the Clerk of the 
TTouse, as the same may have originated in the one, or the other House. 

7th. The Committees on Enrollments—on Finance—on Banks, and on the 
Penitentiary; of both Houses shall be Joint Committees. 

8th. After examination and report, Bills shall be signed first by the Speaker 
of the House of Representatives, and then by tbe Speaker of the Senate. 

9th. When a Bill or Resolution, passed in one House, is rejected in the 
other, notice thereof shall be given to the House in which it is passed. 

10. Each House shall transmit to the otlier, all papers, upon which any Bill 
or Resolution shall be founded. 

llth. All Bills which may have passed a third reading, shall be engrossed 
in a fair hand, and certified by the Clerk of the House, in which they may have 
originated, before being sent to the other.

Also that they ascertain the amount of accommodations granted by said 
Banks &c., severally, to Directors of the Bank granting it, or partners in trade 
of such directors. 

Also, that they ascertain, whether the Bonds of the Mother Banks at Nash- 
ville, or either, have since the first of January 1837 pursued a course of policy

which required their Branches to curtail the amount of accommodations for the 
‘purpose cf making fresh loans at the Mother Banks, based upon said curtail- 
ments. 2 

That they ascertain further, what amount of each of said Banks and Branches 
have claimed for damages upon protested Bills returned, since such Bank sus- 
pended specie payments. 

Also what amount of stock in said Banks, is owned by non-residents, and by 
Chartered Incorporations of other States. 

And for the purpose of carrying the above into effect, that said Committee 
have authority to send for persons and papers. 

The-Governor's Message, being the special order for this day, was taken up, 
when on motion of Mr. Bratcher, it was ordered to the table, and made the order 
' ef the day for to-morrow.

‘Fhe Commissioners who have been-engaged on the part of our State, were 
furnished with no funds whatever, to defray the necéssary expenses to which 
they have been subjected, while engaged on that duty. I would therefore beg 
leave to suggest the propriety of providing remuneration for this, together with 
their services, as soon as may be practicable. 

Jt will be seen by the report, jointly made by said Commissioners, that the 
line now run and agreed upon, is only the average distance. of’ about half a 
mile North of the line run by Mr. Thompson, and heretofore sanctioned by the 
Legislature of our State. This difference, it seems to me, is of too little im- 

- portance to authorise its continuance in an unsettled condition, and I therefore 
indulge the hope that this boundary will now be finally settled and established in 
the most satisfactory manner, to both the States.

Mr. Graves from the Select Committee, on the Louisville, Cincinnati and- 
Charleston Rail Koad Company made the following report. i 

The Select Committee, to whom was referred the Bill to grant Banking priv- 
ilegesto tha Louisville, Cincinnati and Charleston Rail Road Company, beg 
leave to 

Report, That they have had the same under consideration, and in the dis- 
charge of their duty, have thought proper to direct their attention, to the pro- 
ceedings of a meeting of the Stockholders of said Company at the town of 
Knoxville, in January last, from the examination of which, your Commiltee 
find the following facts (to wit:) That there had been Stock subscribed to said 
road,—in Cincinnati 302 shares, or 30,200 dollars. In Kentucky 9,889 shares, 
or 288,200 dollars—In Pennassee 3616 shares, or 361,600 dollars—In North 
Carolina 1281 shares, or 128,100 dollars—In South Carolina 35,951 shares, 
or 3,525,100 dollars, making the tota! subscriptions 43,332 shares, or 4,333,- 
200 dollars. On which, five per cent was paid making à sum of 216,660 dol- 
lars paid in, on Stock Subscribed. Which subscription, your Committee have 
good reason to believe, will not more than be sufficient to construct but little 
more than one third of the road. By reference to the subscriptions, it. will be 
seen, that the greater part of the Stock, is taken by citizens of the State of 
South Carolina. The citizens of that State, being anxious that the work should 
go on, and finding that it must fail, without something could be done to encour- 
age capitalists to invest their money, in Stock, in said road, that had no other in- 
terest in it, than the profit arising from their capital invested, petitioned the 
Legislature of South Carolina, to have their Charter so amended, as to relieve 
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the Company from making any Branches in Kentucky, or extending the road fur- 
ther than Lexington in said State, and to grant Banking privileges to said Com- 
pany, and also, to subscribe for Stock, which petition, the Legislature of South 
Carolina had granted, before the meeting of the Stockholders in January last 
at Knoxville, which will be also seen, by reference to the documents aecompany- 
ing the Governor's Message. 

And also, that the Legislature of South Carolina, has authorised the subscrip- 
tion of one million of dollars, in Stock, to be subscribed to said road, to be paid 
out of the surplus revenue of the United States, deposited in that State: on 
condition, that-two of the other States concerned, should agree to said amend- 
ments. And to this Act of granting Banking privileges to said Company, your 
Committee are also informed that the Legislature of the Stateof North Carolina, 
have passed a similar Act, to the Bill under consideration, granting Banking 
priviléges, to the said Company in that State. It only remains for the State of 
Tennessee, to pass this Bill, to become a Law, in the States of South Carolina, 
North Carolina and Tennessee: whicb will, as -before shown, secure the sub- 
scription of one million of dollars to said road, by the State authorities of South 
Carolina. 

From the late experience we have had with the Banking institutions of our 
Country, your Committee must confess, that they are no great advocates for 
Banks. But when we reflect that the whole progress of this enterprise, de- 
pends upon thegraft of this privilege, and that the States of South and North 
Carolina, have already granted this privilege to the Company, within their lim- 
its, and that South Carolina, offers as it were, a bonus to the Company, of one 
million of dollars, which entirely depends upon our action, your Committee does 
not hesitate to recommend the passage of the Bill. 

For the advantage of those, who have not given the Bill a thorough examina- 
. tion, we take the liberty to give:a kind of synopsis of the most material parts 
of it, which is as follows. Ist. That the assent of three of the States concern- 
ed, shall be had, before the Bank shall have corporate existence. 9d. That 
each Stockholder, that lias, or may subscribe for Stock in the road, may be en- 
titled (for each share of one hundred dollars of Rail Road Stock,) to a share in 
Bank Stock, of fifty dollars. So that if the subscriptions are increased to 
twelve millions of dollars, the Bank Stock, may be six millions. If all that 
take Stock in the Rail Road, should take Stock in the Bank, which will not be 
the case, as the authorities of South Carolina, are only authorised to take Stock 
in the road, and not in the Bank, and if subscriptions are made by the authori- 
ties of other States, it is likely that no Stock will be taken in the Bank. So 
that if twelve millions of stock be taken, and the different States should take 
three millions of stock in the road, and none in Bank; the Bank stock in the first 
instance, cannot be more than four millions and a half of dollars. But if only 
eight millions of stock should be taken in the read, and part of that taken by 
the States as aforesaid, the Bank capital will be but small until the road is fin- 
ished, and then, may not amount to more than six millions of dollars, if the road 
should not be'extended farther than the Kentucky line. 

3d. If this Charter is granted, the Books are again to be opened for subscrip- 
tions of stock to the road, which Books are to be closed on the Ist day of Janu- 
ary next, and if eight millions of stocx is subscribed to the Rail Road, then the 
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directors of the Rail Road Company arb to call on all the Stockholders to pay 
in $12,50 cts, on each Rail Road share; andas many as pay in the instalment 
so called for, is to be a Stockholder in Bank, on the number of shares, on which 
he makes payments. 4th. The President and Directors of the said Bank may 
call for a second instalment, of $12,50 cts., as soon After their election, as 
they may deem necessary —And they may call for subsequent instalments, in 
such sums as they may deem necessary; but that no call for any instalment, 
subsequent.to the two first shall be made, until an amount equal to. such call, 
shall have been called in, and have been expended by the Rail Road Company, 
in making the road. When the Bank capital amounts to six millions of dollars, 
it is not to be increased further, until six millions of dollars is laid out, in con- 
structing the road; and then only, to be increased by calling in instalments equal 
in amount, to those called for by the Rail Road Company; and not to exceed six 
millions of dollars, until the road reaches Tennessee,—nor nine millions, until 
tho road reaches the Kentucky line; nor not to be increased to twelve millions, 
until the road reaches Lexington in ‘Kentucky. 

5th. Tne capital of the road and Bank, to be kept separate and distinct, and 
tobe managed by separate and distinct Bonn ds of Directors: the Bank not to be 
liable for the debts of the road, but the road to be liable for the debts of the 
Bank. 

6th. That the Mother Bank to be at Charleston, and to have Agencies in 
any State that may consent to it. —Bank not to issue notes of a less denomina- 
tion than five dollars, while the road is making, nor less than ten dollars, after 
the road is finished; nor to put into circulation at any time, more than double 
the amount of its capital—and to pay twelve per cent interest per annum, if 
it does not redeem its notes when presented: and not to receive more than six 
per cent interest—and not to permit the Rail Road Company to overdraw—not . 
to hold property or effects, to more than three times the amount of its capital 
stock, exclusive of deposits— nor, not to hold lands, except such as are necessa- 
ry for its accommodation, or such as are mortgaged, or sold, or assigned by way 
of security, or takenin Judgments for debts, or purchased at sales, upon its own 
Judgments. 

7th. A forfeiture in the Rail. Road Company for non-payment, of any instal- 
ment when called for, forfeits a corresponding share in the Bank. 

8th. The capital stock of the Bank, and funds and dividends, are to be 
exempt from taxation, until the road is finished, and until the Stockholders have 
divided an interest of six per cent on the stock; then, to be taxed as other 
Banks of the State; but real estate and property, to be taxed as other property 
in this State. If the road is finished, or ten millions expended in making said 
road in ten years, then the Bank to have corporate existence for twenty one 
years from the said ten years. Andif the Company does not expend three 
millions of dollars in making the road, within five years from the Ist day of 
January 1837, the Banking privileges to be void, or that, if the construction of 
the road be suspended for one | year after the Bank goes into operation, the Bank 
charter to be void. 

The 31st section of the bill provides, that no Branch-Bank, shall be establish- 
ed West of Cumberland Mountain; nor shall the Company employ in this State, 
a larger sum of Bank capital, than one million of dollars, until the, road is made; 
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and afterwards, not more than was laid out in constructing the road in this 
State, until the Legislature assent thereto. 

Your Committee believes, that if the Bank Charter is granted, it will fur- 
nish a sufficient guarantee, that the road will be made. "The ‘bonus given by 
the Stockholders in Bank, is only the interest of the money, invested in the 
construction of the road, until the capital employed in making the road will 
re-imburse it, and this may be replaced by the Bank stock. 

This will be à sufficient inducement for capitalists to take stock in the road, 
and it will be remembered, that the increase of the capital of the Bank, de- 
pends upon the construction of the road, —and the continuation of the Bank 
Charter, depends upon the completion of the road, so, it is, no road no Bank. 
And if the road is finished, you have a Bank, based on a more solid foundation 
than any Bank in the United States. "That is, one half of its capital based up- 
on specie actually paid in, and the other half upon the road. Thus it will be 
founded upon specie, rock, wood and iron, a foundation, that will make the notes 
equal to specie, in all parts of the Country, through which the road will pass, 
and to prevent over-issues, ft is provided, that if the Bank does not at all times, 
redeem its notes on demand, it is to pay twelve per cent interest until paid, 
which is double the amount the Bank is entitled to receive. 

By granting this Charter, you invite foreign capital into your Country, and 
supply in part, the deficiency that has been, and must necessarily continue to 
be withdrawn from circulation, by the embarrassed condition of our Banks, and 
by that means, you stimulate industry, enlarge the pursuits of agriculture, 
manufactüres and commerce. It might be considered unsafe to grant banking 
privileges, toa Company incorporated for different purposes. But here, it will 
be recollected, that it is so guarded, that the funds of the Bank, cannot be ab- 
sorbed, in the pursuit of the road. No matter how much the road may be in 
debt, not one cent of Bank funds, can be taken for it. But the road stock, is 
pledged for the debts of the Bank: at least, all the corresponding shares, that 
take stock, in both the road, and the Bank. So that, in addition to the advant- 
ages of the road, by the passage of the Bill, you better your currency, so far 
as these notes have circulation; and cannot, in the least degree throw any diffi- 
culties inthe way of the Banks already in operation in our State. 

Your Committee, if they were competent to the task, deem it unnecessary at 
this time, to undertake to point out the social commercial and political advant- 
ages of this great work, knowing that they are familiar to all. 

Situated as we are, almost in the centre of the United States, and so far as 
respects East Tennessee, cut off from Commercial intercourse with the Atlantic 
Sea ports; the several States both North and South, East and West of us, being 
interested in a direct communication through our State. With these facts be- 
fore us, it seems to be impossible for any class or portion of our citizens, to be 
indifferent to any work of Internal lmprovement of so vast importance, as the 
one now under consideration. " 

We therefore hope we may appeal with confidence to every member of the 
Senate, for their cordial~support; and to respond to the States of North and 
Sonth Carolina. 

And if we cannot aid in a pecuniary point of view, in the encouragement of 
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this noble enterprise, equal in amount with more wealthy States, let it not be 
said, that we will be less liberal, in legislative enactments. 

Almost all the States in the Union, seem to be alive to Internal Improvement. 
Those North and West of us, are seeking the cheapest and shortest communi- 
cations with the Atlantic. 

Now is the time for 'l'ennessee to attend to her interests, and throw in her 
mite. To remain inactive, is to loose the prize. 

With these reflections, your Committee can do other, than earnestly to re- 
commend the passage of the Bill. .

The negative voters are Messrs. Speaker Cahal, Anderson (of Davidson,) 
Anderson (of Wilson,), Atkinson, Bradford, Bratcher, Carriger, Graves, Mar- 
shall and Whiteside—10. 

The question then recurred upon concurring with the report of the Commit- 
tee; and pending the consideration thereof, the Senate, on motion of Mr. Guild, 
adjourned until te-morrow morning nine o'clock.

Mr. Marshall presented the memorial of sundry Mechanics and others of 
Williamson County, praying the passage of a law, fixing the price of articles 
manufactured in the Penitentiary, which was received and read. 

Mr. Coe moved to lay said memorial on the table, which motion failed. The 
memorial, was then referred, on Mr. Marshall’s motion, to the Committee on 
. the Penitentiary. 

Mr. Marshall from the Judiciary Committee, to which was referred «A Bill 
(from the House of Representatives) to provide for the distribution of the laws 
of Tennessee,” reported the same, with the following amendment, to the first 
section of the bill, coming in at the end of said section “Judges, Chancellors 
and Clerks, provided the same shall not cost more than four dollars per | 
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month." The report of the. Committee, as to the amendment, was con- 
curred in—-Thé Bill as amended, read a second time and passed. 

Mr. Marshall from the same Committee, to which was referred «A Bill to 
regulate costs in criminal cases? Reported an amendment in lieu. of tho whole 
bill. The report of the Committee as to the amendment was concurred in; and 
on motion of Mr. Jones, said bill, was ordered to the table. 

Mr. Marshall from the same Committee, Reported, e 

«A Bill more effectually to preserve order, and to prevent accidents, on 
Turnpike and M’Adamised roads” which was read a first time and passed. 

On motion of Mr. Guild, the Senate took up, 

«A Bill to confer Banking privileges, on the Louisville, Cincinnati and 
Charleston Rail Road Company” on certain terms and conditions, together with 
the report of a majority of the Select Committee on that subject. 

Mr. Guild as a member of that Committee, submitted the following counter 
report. 

The undersigned, a minority of the Select Committee, to whom was referred 
the «Bill confering Banking privileges on the Charleston and Cincinnati Rail 
Road Company, dissents from the report of the majority of the Committee, re- 
commending the passage of the bill. 

The undersigned, deems it a very inauspicious time, for the General Assem- 
bly, to increase the Banking capital, and consequently the paper circulation, 
within the State of Tennessee. 

Our Country is already much~embarrassed—our trade languishing—Ex- 
changes broken up, and the community suffering under the evil effects of a de- 
preciated paper currency; which state of things will be increased, by the pas- 
sage of the bill under consideration. Instead of the passage of the bill, having 
a tendency of reducing things to their natural condition, restore confidence in 
the community, and purify our currency, it would add an additional exciting 
cause to those already existing, which have produced the present State of 
things. 

Our present condition, has been produced by an unnatural extension of the 
Icredit system, which has resulted in our over action in every branch of busi- 
ness, And this st nursery of credit, has been found in our Banking system, 
which system, is founded upon credit, and that credit founded upon public o- 
pinion, without a solid specie basis. 

It is true, that this bill under discussion, requires, like all Bank charters, the 
Capital stock, to be paid in gold and silver. But our experience in Banking, 
has shown us, that paper restrictions are mere ropes of sand generally, to a 
Bank Directory. 

If the Gold is paid in, it doth not abide there long. We have generally found, 
that after the privileges of Banking are Granted, the object to be obtained, is 
the accumzlation of power and profits, without any particular regard to the Char- 
ter, or the public interest. The banking Capital of our State, already; is upwards 
of five millions and a half, with the right of increasing the circulation of paper, 
to double the amount of the Capital. And although our Banks, were founded 
upon as firm a basis, as any of the Banks of the United States, with unusual 
and advantageous Banking privileges—yet not a single one of them, pretends 
to redeem theirpaper,in the precious metals, according to the requirements of 
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their Charters. They have been necessarily exposed to, and fora season, 
prostrated by the general explosion of this fictitious credit system, which has 
closed the doors of almost every Bank of the Union, and shut the doors of most of 
our commercial houses: and the whole community is now cursed with a bloated 
Bank paper currency, various values and depreciations, the Banks having made 
their paper tho subsitute of specie, instead of its true representative. 

Since 1834, the Banking capital of the States have been increased upwards 
of fifty millions of dollars, so has been the paper circulation. And within the 
same period, the loans and discounts of the Banks:have increased upwards of a 
million of dollars. Thus the system, has for years been fomenting, and exciting 
the wild spirit of speculations——unhinging the real value of things—dispensing 
with the use of real cdpital—encouraging and carrying on the trade of the com- 
munity, by the mere exchanges of credit, taking to itself the profits. It is, by 
ifs expansions and contractions at will, that it has made property rise and fall 
beyond its true value. 

This system hes expelled the precious metals from among us, and left no 
standard of value. Having thus, by their over issues of paper, arrived at their 
extraordinary expansion, the revulsion has come; their paper has flown back 
upon them, without the precious metals to sustain its credit. Out of a circula- 
tion of one hundred and forty millions of dollars, they have not more than the 
one fifth of that sum in gold and silver to Mun: with. Consequently, the loss 
of the depreciation of their paper has notonly fallen upon the people—the gold 
and silver leaving the country; but they are compelled to close their doors 
against further loans, and are drawing in their circulation; making the transi- 
tion from a state of plenty, to that of great scarcity so sudden, that one can- 
not tell the extent of the distress and ruin which may befall our country. [t is, 
however to be hoped, that the crisis has passed. Is it right in this General As- 
sembly, and founded in good policy to charter another bank; and thereby add 
an additional cause to those already existing, whese disastrous results are now 
affecting our community? If wecanlearn wisdom from the past, end profit by 
„experience, it seems to me we should not. 

If we desire our State to flourish, by our citizens becoming prosperous, the 
medium of our exchanges should be p and stable. The value of their la- 
bor and property’ should be certain and fixed. Never should they be sub- 
jected to the fluctuations of the secret decrees of the counting room as they 
now are, under the present system of banking in the United States. If you 
flood the country with bank paper,in that proportion do you drive from among 
us the precious metals, the standard of value fixed by our Constitution. And in 
doing this, you place in the hands of a few the power of accumulating to them- 
selves the wealth of many. 

Jf the people of the United States are to be blessed with a sound currency; 
they must stay their mad career in banking—they must retrace their steps. 

The banking capital (not founded upon specie) of the Unitod States, is now 
near three hundred millions of dollars, with the chartered power of i issuing twice 
that amount in paper. When the circulation of probably the one sixth in sound 
currency, would answer all purposesin promoting the wealth, and advancing 
the prosperity of our common country. 

To the extent, that you increase the banking capital and paper circulation, to 
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that extant you depreciate its value. Until we cease to grant charters to bank- 

, ing associations, we will not have specie enough ‘among us to answer the common 
transactions of life. The country will be continually cursed with a depreciated 
paper currency; the loss falling on the country, not on the banks. ‘Their pro- 
ducts continually accumulating i in the hands of the chartered few. Amd the la- 
bor as well as the wealth of the country, will be contiugally subjected to the 
fluctuations occasioned by the expansions and contractions of the interested cor- 
poration, who alone know when they are to take place, and will avail themselves 
of the advantages of their position in the accumulation of wealth. The goud 
work has already begun by the prostration of the United States Bank. It now 
only remains for the States to do their duty. 

The present system of banking has a tendency to impair that equality which 
should exist between the citizens of our Republican institutions. It gives to the 
few the power over the many—execrates the energies of our people—retard 
the progress of their wealth, and discourages their moral and intellectual im- 
provement. Instead of the reasons being good for granting those banking pri- 
vileges, in consequence of its connection with a great work of Internal Im- 
provement, the Rail-road from Charleston to Cincinnati, I consider that the con- 
nection is an additional reason to those already urged, why the bill should be 
rejected. This road is fo connect two great commercial cities, a distance of 
upwards of six hundred miles, running througlr four States, two of whom have 
already granted banking powers to the Company, with the privilége of locating 
their branches in the various States in the Union. 

Thus under the plausible pretext of a building a great Rail-road, we have a 
league of States, erecting a great banking institution, with the privilege of ex. 
tending its branches throughout the States, thereby increasing its power of 
bringing down upon the country all the evils of banking, with its bloated de- 
preciated paper circulation. With the further objection of this banking institu- 
tion, being beyond the control, and irresponsible to any paracwlar body or State, 
but only to States granting the Charters. 

The authorities of each State, being independent of each other, subject to all 
the passions and feelings of the human heart, of conflicting views and interests, 
without the facilities of communication or vests on each others acts, it is not 
likely that théy will act in concert, in regard to the exercise of their power over 
this great banking institution. 

It is almost certain, that the small power which the Crearor has over the 
creature (a Bank) being thus divided and parcelled out among the States, will 
never be exercised with any efficiency, or with beneficial effects toward the com- 
munity. One State may refuse to annul the Charter, while another would 
adopt a different course. One to prolong its existence—another to let it expire. 
Hence, if this bill should become a law, and this bank shall go into operation, , 
its existence may be considered as perpetual, and a continual source of evil to 
the community, and of irritation among the States. 

If the charter of this banking institution should be declared void, in conse- 
quence of its abuses, by all the States granting it except one, that State would 
in effect, control the balance of the States. The.bank taking shelter under 
that State, would continue its circulation, and still retain its powers to do evil. 
We would thus be giving up the right which our people now possess, of regula- 
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ting their own great interests, and correcting abuses to the authorities of other 
States, who are not chosen by or amenable to our people. 

I need not urge upon the consideration of the Senate, the delicacy of the sub- 
ject of interfering with the currency of our State, by demanding the forfeiture 
of the charter of banks, who have so managed by their own issues, to have a 
great deal of the depreciated bank paper in the hands of our people, Such 
movements will depreciate it still more, and the loss falls upon the country. 
Hence, banks are violating their charters every day, and a forfeiture might be 
demanded; yet the authorities hesitate, in consequence of the danger of bringing 
-down upon the people, the great loss of the depreciation. And sir, this very 
idea, emiboldens those institutions to do wrong. Our history of banking affords 
but few instances of our authorities demanding forfeitures. And it is by no 
means probable, that all the States at the same time, would concur, and demand 
a forfeiture for abuses of the Charter of this banking institution. And as you 
remove responsibility and danger of punishment, you, to that extent, subjeot the 
community to abuse andinjury. And from these considerations we grant bank- 
ing privileges to a company already incorporated, with extraordinary powers, 
in a different, and by far more laudable branch of business, and for a distinct 
and separate purpose, the construction of a Rail-road through several States in the 
Union. Although the charter declares, that the capital shall be kept separate 
from the road, yet we see that tho stockholders of the road are to be stock- 
holders of the bank, and the stock of the road bound for the redemption of the 
bank's paper. And it is urged by the friends of the measure, that the banking 
privileges asked for, are actually necessary to enable the Company to construct 
the road. Hence it follows from the very nature of things, and as a necessary 
consequence, that the capital of the bank will be the road: for the capital, as 
well as the profits will be then vested, if the road is ever constructed. _ This 
road, as a grand undertaking, its construction will require immense funds; it is not 
to be presumed that thf stockhoiders of this road have the funds to expend in its 
construction; and at the same time to deposite and keep idle in the vaults of the 
bank, millions of dollars of gold and specie to bank paper—this is not pretended. 
Then instead of the bank having the only true basis, to sustain the credit of its į 
paper (the precious metals) this bank will have little or nothing but the road to 
sustain the credit of, and redeem its paper with. And untila Rail-road, and that 
{oo unfinished, sball become a sound circulating medium in the country, any bank 
attached to, or founded upon, will have a depregiated paper currency, and all the 
evils of banking will fall upon the community with redoubled'force. Look at 
the State of Mississippi and the Southern States, with their numerous Rail- 
road Banks; their paper not confined to their own States, flooding the whole 
South and West with a depreciation from 20 to 75 per centum falling upon the 
country. This, state of things has been produced by the cause above alluded 
to. The Bank having the road, and not a specie basis, to sustain the credit of 
its paper- This is an unnatural union which should not be suffered to exist. If 
the States wish to avoid those evils, let them steer clear of those errors. 

This Rail-road is a work, grand in the uzdertaking, and when accomplished, 
of the first importance, connecting great Cities and States when constructed, 
will have a great tendency to develope the resources, and adding to the wealth 
of the country.

The members of the General Assembly representing the interest and opinions 
of the sovereign people ofthe State of Tennessce, would fail in the discharge of . 
solemn duties, and ill requite the confidence of their constituents, if they should 
remain silent and passive observers of the political distractions, and great mon- 
etary embarrassments of the country, occasioned principally as they believe, by 
the impolitic and unwise Administration of the general Government, in relation 
to its finances. ° 

In common with a large portion of their constituents, M on the sound 
judgment of the Executive chief of the Government, they have been content; 
patiently and quietly, to wait the result of an “Experiment,” intended (wisely 
and certainly as they were told,) to protect and equalize the currency, and to 
secure the liberties of the people, agame the dangerous and unconstitutional do- 
minion of a National Bank. - 

In the face of these flattering assurances, frequently and again repeated, 
from the highest sources the Government and its citizens have been destined to 
endure severe reverses, and sevère disappointments. 

The events of the last few months, overwhelming the currency, commerce, 
and credit of the nation, have carried with them all the flattering hopes of those 
who so confidently proclaimed, that in the fiscal agency of State Banks, “we 
should gain in place of the Bank of the United States a practical reform in the 
whole paper currency of the country.” Instead of the promised “reform,” (if 
indeed any reform were necessary) the whole tendéncy ofthis new system thus 
far, has been, to demoralize by- excessive bank issues, the legitimate spirit of 
trade and industry; andin the excesses, ultimately and speedily to -prostrate 
the whole paper currency of our country, and thus to carry ruin and desolation, 
where unexampled prosperity had blessed, alike, the labor and enterprize of 
every class of the community. 

The utter failure of the Experiment, is a fact, 8 so nS undeniable, as to 
extort the painful admission from the lips of its most exalted advocates and ad- 
mirers, so that those who were first to applaud, are now the lasf to defend its po- 
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litical efficacies, and loudest in demanding a “divorce” from a national alliance, 
confessedly unprovident and unwise. 

It is not the intention of this declaration, particularly, to praise or condemn 
the system. It may have keen wholly inefficient to the great purposes of its 
creation, or it may be, that under different and more prudential management, 
some benefit might have been secured to the county, and many of the present 
calamities averted. But it is sufficient for this General Assembly to know, that 
the whole scheme is denounced by the Executive Chief of the nation, and that 
the party attached to his fortunes, possessing the present power, have exhibited 
a strong détermination, to enforce his views. They know, too, that itis proposed 
to dispense entirely with the fiscal agency of Banks, and with Bank currency; 
and in lieu of the latter, to receive at the Federal Exchequer, nothing but gold 
and silver, and to commit the custody of the public money to the keeping of an 
army of Sub-Treasurcrs, scattered every where, all over the Republic and its 
‘Territories. Against the danger and novelty of this new “Experiment,” this 
General Assembly enters a solemn protest. 

They protest, because it will increase to an alarming extent, the patronage 
and influence of the General Government, adding strength and nerve to an arm 
already too long, and too strong, for the struggling sovereignty, and expiring dig- 
nity of the States. . In France, with a population scarcely the double of ours, 
and where the Sub-Treasury system prevails in its purity, we are told that its 
service embraces one hundred thousand officers! Are the people of America 
prepared to adopt a system of domestic policy, which in its tendency must nur- 
ture and bring forth, at no distant day, an army of “official locusts,” to threaten 
their liberties, and devour their substance? They protest, because the system 
will endanger the security of the Public funds, in proportion, as the Sub-Treas- 
urers shall multiply: and these will increase, as trade and population expand, 
or'as rapidly, perhaps, as a corrupt government may find,it necessary to pur- 
chase, or reward needy, but useful favorites, If an hundicd Banks, with all 
their capital, credit and public consequence; and all their machinery of honora- 
ble Presidents and Directors, Cashiers, Teller s,Cl erks and Bouk-keepers, have all 
ofthem proved treacherous, or unsafe depositories: Can it be thata Brigade 
of Sub-Treasurers, mostly located i in remote places, disconnected with the public 
and secured from daily scrutiny, will be made more faithful and truc? Candor, 
and experience of the past, both answer, ‘Vo! 

They protest, because, in the adoption of the Subk-Treasury “Experiment,” as 
recommended by the Ex <ecutive, and already sanctioned by one branch of Congress, 
the inevitable consequence is, that government will collect and disburse annually, 
quite one half of our gold and silver circulation. i 

Under such an extraordinary state of things, considering the present monc- 
tary condition of the country, specie will ceaseany longer to be the medium, 
but become an article of commerce; and thus while the officers and hirelings of 
the government, are exclusiv el y fav ored, with all the emoluments and advantages 
of a “constitutional currency,” the country, at large, is shamefully abandoned to 
its fate; its trade, its industry, its commerce and enterprise, paralyzed by the 
use ofa worthless, degraded and degrading circulation. 

In times of great and pecuniary distress provoked by unwise, and' impolitic 
| ublic measures; shall not government share with the people, the afflictions it has 
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produced? Or in regard to the currency, shall it be so ordered and arranged, 
that the President with his salary of $25,006; shall be more favored than the. 
humblest laborer, who toils through life, with a profit of little more dr less than 
one cent by tho hour? Let the true Democracy of the country answer. In 
other days of the Republic, more propiticus to the discussion and adoption of sound 
principles, it was urged and conceded to be the lawful and bounden duty of gov- 
ernment, “in the adjustment and modification of the finances,” so to provide, as 
to second and maintain “a uniformnational currency,” a-currency which «in the 
absence of precious metals would as a. substitute, equally engage the confidence 
and accommodate the wants of the citizens throughout the Union. 

Forty years of experience, adding daily proof unto proof of the wisdom and 
necessity of such a policy, and of its vivitying influence over the rising desti- 
ny and prosperity of the whole Union, could not quiet tho spirit of innovation, 
or sanctify the admonitions of our sages, patriots and statesmen. New schemes : 
arè to be tried; and the history of one “expériment,” short but replete „with 
tales of distress and desolation, is scarcely told, before another begins. Solong 
as these experiments involve alike the pecuniary interest of Government, and 
its citizens, and solong as the officers and servants of the people participate in 
the sufferings which they originate; there is some virtue in patience; but when 
a line is drawing well calculated to create distinctions, silence becomes treason, 
against the fundamental principles of a free republican government.

The facts are, that the main road leading from Gainesboro,’ the county seat 
xif Jackson county, has , crossed Roaring River at the point designated for the 
ferry, for many " years—that this road is a pzblie road, free for all persons on 
horse hack, with earriages, or on foot, that until recently, ordinarily the river 
was fordable at that place, and that there is no other ford near, above or below, 
approachable by the public road; and that a great deal of travelling is done on 
this road, that recently John Cuminins has erected a mill dam, and grist and 
saw mill on the river, some short distance below the ford,-of some value, and of 
convenience to the petitioners in one of the petitions, and others, by which mill 
dam the water is obstructed, so that the river at the place where the public road 
crosses it, which used to he ordinarily fordable,- is now ordinarily not fordable; 
whereby the petitioners in the other petition and others, are put to some incon- 
venience, when they desire to cross the river on said road. That Cummins 
has been indicted for so obstrueting the highway,in the Circuit Court of J ackson 
county, and convicted thereof, and ordered conditionally, to erect a bridge across 
the river at the ford, which he refused to do, whereupon it was peremptorily 
ordered by the Court, that the mill dam be pülled down. . The right to ford the 
river on the road when fordable, without obstruction, undoubtedly belongs to the 
public, and any act, whereby the public is deprived of this right, is, and ought 
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to be an offence, dnd‘the courts of justice ought to. have the power to punish the 
offender, and restore thé right,. otherwise the advantage and convenience, of 
almost the entire public, might be sacrificed to the profit.and convenience of a 
few individuals. From the facts, that the, public ought not to be compelled to take, 
the inconveniences of a ferry, in place of thé conveniences of a ford, which rightly 
belongs to it; if the Legislature had the right to suspend general Jaws, which 
are in themselves wholsome for the benefit of Mr. Comniins, or to pass a special 
law for his benefit, (which it has; not,) still the Legislature ought. not to do so. 
The County Court of Jackson county, which will understand the facts better, 
being supposed to be vested with ample pewers to do justice between the pub- 
lic and Mr. Cummins. But although Mr. Cummins. in ‘this’ particular case, 
might be entitled to relief, still the-fact of his case, do not justify the passage 
of a general law, which would.afford the relief. Such general law would be 
calculated to.do more harm than good.

When chosen to preside over your deliberations, I assumed the discharge of 
the arduous duty-assigned me with distrust in myself, and fears that I might dis- 
appoint your expectations, but with an honest determination to meet its réspon- 
sibilities with firmness and impartiality, and-on no occasion to allow personal 
ot political considerations to influence the decisions of the Chair, or to: prevent 
the candid and urbane deportment due from its incumbent to every member of 
this body. Now, when Iam about to terminate the labors of this honorable sta- 
tion, and we are about to sever, perhaps forever, that connectión:in the public

In the session which is about to terminate, we have made great and radical 
alterations in our Internal Improvement policy,.established a system of Common 
Schools, and created a State Bankas the surést practicable scheme to relieve 
the community from the existing pecuniary embarrassment of our suffering coun-. 
try; we have also effected important changes inour civil and: criminal laws. 
Jn the performance of .these difficult and delicate duties, diversity of opinion was 
tobe expected. Butsince the plans have been' adopted, all ‘patriots, whether 
their advocates or opponents, must desire their success.

, However we may have differed as tothe policy of these measures, or the 
means tò be employed, having once established them, all the energies of the 
State ought to be exerted for their successful accomplishment. In navigating the ` 
vessel of State, though the.crew may differ about the course and quantity of 
supplies to be provided for the voyage, when she is put to sea, all hands, from the 
captain to the cabbin boy, ought to lend their united efforts for its speedy and 
prosperous termination; we have put our State to sea, we have used: our utmost 
endeavors to fit her for the voyage, provide her supplies and mark .or the chart 
the direotion she is to sail; God speed her to the harbor of prosperity. Ifshe 
encounter storms, and strandson an unknown reaf, she will again be refitted 
and entrusted to better commanders. . 
Under our institutions which guarantee freedom of thought and speech, men 
cannot transact public matters without disagreements and collisions. In the dis- 
charge of our obligations to oür country, we have often differed in opinion on 
ilie great questions which have been agitated in this Hall. ‘The most prudent 
"when irritated, often utter sentiments of which they repent as soon as reason 
restores calmness and reflection, but the frailty of our nature too seldom allows 
our pride to submit to the supposed degradation of confessing errors of which 
we are sensible, to preserve friendships which we are loth to dissolve.

This is the fourth time, im less than four years that, it has been my fortune to 
sever bonds which ‘identified me with companions in the public service. No 
matter how long and arduous may have been his duty, the public man finds not 
its most bitter part till he comes to separate from friends who have’ shared with 
him labors and privations for his country, At such à moment, home, with all its 
endearments, seems disrobed of its charms, because it can only be reached by a 
dissolution of ties formed, and friendships cemented in the service of his coun- 
try, and in the perfori mance of acts which are to constitute a portion of its history. 

Four months have not elapsed since we assembled here strangers to each 
other. As the repr esentatives and lawgivers of enlightened freemen, we felt 
proud of the station we had been chosen to occupy, and zealous to do all in our 
powér to advance their interest and secure their happiness. The task assigned 
us has been completed, and we are about to mingle with our constituents, and 
submit in common with thern to the opération of the laws and systems of policy 
we have established. > If they prove wise and wholesome, we shallshare in. 
their blessings. If we have adopted impolitic measures, we, as well as other 
citizens, must bear a portion of their burdens. Jit is a priceless feature in our 
institutions, that the legislator who inflicts on his country evils, must himself feel 
their stings. . Few Legislatures that ever convened,in Tennessee, have done so 
much as the present—that we have done much good all hope, and some harm ail 
fear. But whatever may be the effect of our acts on publie affairs, whether 
they sliall conduce to prosperity or adversity, we have formed friendships, which, ` 
though we must part, I trust can never be forgotten.—Gratitude for your kind- 
ness to me will live fresh in my heart till I cease to remember the deeds of 
men. In the‘station to which your partiality ealled me, I needed all your sup- 
port—I have received it—and while you have commended all that deserved 
your approbation, you have forgiven my errors, 

In the ordinary course of human events we shall never again convene as a 
legislative assembly, and many of us probably will not again greet each other - . 
till we appear before the J udge of all the earth, to answer for our publíc and 
private acts, Butif we meet no.more, God bless and prosper you and all that ' 
is yours, and may the systems we have established and the laws we have enact- 
ed conduce to the general prosperity of our country, secure to its people uni- 
versal happiness, end preserve for their children the liberties guaranteed by our 
constitution. ‘ '

He has received no part of the bonus due from thẹ Union Bank of the State 
of Tennessee, for the privileges conferred by its charter, nor the dividends 
. ärising from the stock owned by the State in that bank, the Directory of said 
~ bank having refused.to pay the same to the superintendent; but they have, as it 
is undérstond, settled with the 'U'reasurer of the State therefor, by giving him 
certificates of stock in said bank, in the name of the State, to the amount of 
$98,100. This is not includéd in the above estimate of thé amount of the 
Common School Fund, but itis considered by the Superintendent as rightfully 
belonging toit, notin the stock of that bank, but in money, at all events, so far 
as the bonus extends; nor has he received from said bank, or from the Planters 
Bank of Tennessee, any dividend upon any portion of the stock belonging to said 
fund, in said banks respectively, since the month of January last. How fara 
further investment of the Comrion School Fund in bank stock, at present, may 
be deemed expedient, is for the consideration of the Legislature, 

Of the sum collected and received by the Superintendent as aforesaid, the

He has found it necessary in some itistances to institute suits, which are not 
pending, and if he or the board.of commissioners were authorized to compro- 
mise debts or claims, which are considered doubtful, he believes a portion, of 
them might be secured and ultimately collected, which otherwise would be

"There are many tracts of land, in the different counties, which have beer 
struck off to the Commissioners or Trustees of Common Schools for the taxes, 
which have not been redeemed, It has been thought iri-expedient for the present 
to take possession of them, or institute suits for their recovery, where they aré 
adversely held.

In reference to the amount and condition of the College ‘and Académy funds, 
respecting: which it.is s made the: ;duty. of thé Superintendent to report; he would 
observe, that hé has endeavored to. ascertain, the. situation of those funds asfar . 
as he could, and finds that many of thé ‘counties have expended their Academy 
fund in the erection of buildings or otherwise, but that there remains with 
other counties, yet;unexpefided and well secured, about. the sum of $50,000. 

That there isin bank stock of the Nashville Bank subscribed by & in the name of 
Thos. Crutcher, Treasurer of West Tenn, | for the use of  Ácademiesi in West Ten- 
nessee, at. different times, the amoünt of $7,350, on which the cashier of 
said bank has recently paid, in _good notes, well endorsed, three fourths | 
of that amount, being $5,512 50, which .the Superintendent- now, holds, sub- 
ject to the disposition of the Legislature.

As to the debt due to ‘the. Golleges and Academies, fiom citizens zou of 
French Broad and Holston, and west of Big Pigeon 1 rivers, and in reference to 
which the Legislature, by. the act of 1829, authorized the’ Governor of this State - 
to locate two half townships , of land south’ of the Hiwassde i river, provided the 
Colleges and Academies would agree to réceive the same in satisfaction of their 
claims. it is understood, ‘that the. College of East Tennessee, and perhaps, some 
one or two of the Academies there, agreed to the arrangement, but that the 
Nashville University and. the other ‘Academies have not agreed to it; in.con- 
sequence of which no location was made.

Tn recommending to the Legislature for its adoption, a syster of Commión 
Schools, we must look to the fund providéd for that purposé, ad the provision in 
our constitution, that it “shall be appropriated to the support'and encouragement 
of Common Schools throughout the State, and for the equal benefit'of' all tlie 
people thereof.” ‘Phe. fund thus subject to appropriation is the interest arising 
from what is called the perpetual fund, QE CAU IN ERR iE 
When we cast our eyes upon the map of the State, and corisiderits geographit- 
cal extent, its. number of counties, its scattered population; and the nürnber of 
schools that will be required to make them, accessable to'all, wwe ‘are, persugtidd 
that no fund which we now have or can hope to command for’ many years to 
come, is at all adequate to the support of any system of common, schools to be 
organized independently of individual co-opperation. ‘We must therefore Tepis- 
late, if we legislate at all upon this subject, with a view to the means Vithin 
‘our power; and to lure and to call into action; individual efforts, in this depart- 
ment of education. All then, that can regsonably' be expected of the Legiald- 
ture at this time, is to devise the best system of Common Schools, suited to otir 
situation and by a conditional appropriation of the fund, subject to bê appropria- 
ted, assist in putting’ them info opperation.? — With this, as with every’ thing else 
to be accomplished, there must be a beginning, and it is important that it should 
be a-right‘beginning. Were'then the outlines of any particular ‘system {6 be 
recommended, which has been found to work’ well -fú ‘practice, they ‘would-be 
those of the system of Gommon Schools of the State’of "New, York, baséd upon 
‘the above principle, and modified and adapted to our situation aiid condition, ` 
' For the present,” our Civil Districts, perhaps, would’ answer’ the putpóse of 
School Districts. "The appropriation should be upon condition, that ach djs- 
trict erect at some suitable place, a comfortable school house,'with. the usual 
furniture, &c., and raise `a nett ‘sum in money for the support of the school, 
équal at least to that’ apportioned to the district, " And if any district’shall 
fail to comply with these requisitions by a given time, such district’shall ‘not be

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one sister State, at least, has shown ‘the impolicy, whatever’ may be the amoun 
of the school fund, ‘of relieving the people from the necessity of i iaxing them- 


selves for the support of their schoolse {tis true -that- -they ought to be endozr- 


aged, but they ought to be encouraged exactly in proportion.to their own “efforts 
to sustain them. df the assistance i$ too great, it has a paralizing effectupon 


these efforts, Public schools, sustained exelusively by public. funds, have.sel-. 


dom been known tosueceed well for any length of time. . It is with them in 
this particular as itis with banks; individual-interests -must be blended, and 
they should predominate. -The neighborhood in which the school is located, 
must feel interested. in its character and prosperity, or it will never prosper. 
That which costsnothing is never valdéd. ` 

That this or any other system of common schóols-should be put into suecess. 
ful operation, it is necessary to have well qualified teachers. This is a matter 
of vital importance. Noman ean teach what.he doesnot himself thoroughly under- 


stand. - T'he difficulty of procuring such, is one that we shall always have to - 
contend with, when the'system is first set in- motion. If the system is- togo . 


gradually into operation, as it ispresumed it will under the plan proposed, that 
dificulty will proportionably be diminished. . Teachers can probably at once-be 
procured for all the districts which will comply with the proposed conditions. 
When, if the system were to go into operation, all - over the State at the same 
time, this objection would be insuperable, . 

In the mean time, as the system advances, and its beneficial effects are | tested, 
suitable encouragement should be keld out to induce young men to qualify them- 
selves to become teachers. -Those are most useful who” are trained and quali- 


fed in the country where the} are toreside. . But how and where are they to` 


be trained in sufficient numbers to meet the demand? This admits of but one 
aswer. In our Colleges and Academies: These are essential to a general 
system of education. The former, being the sin of that system, irradiating ev- 
ery part, Their value in society is only to be estimated by the value of intel- 
lectual and moral worth. ‘Throw them aside, or let them droop ànd die for the 
want of proper. encouragement, and ignorance, and darkness, dnd crime will 
cover our land. The high character which "Tennessee sustàins, is in no little 
degree attributable to their influence, connected with that of our female institu- 
tions. They are all parts of one whole, and are more or less dependent upon, 
and influenced by each other. ‘Colleges and. Academies are necessary to the 
vitality of Common Schools; they furnish teachers, without which they cannot 
operate. Common Schools, in their turn, will furnish scholars for the higher in- 
stitutions; and female institutes throw their bland influence around the whole.— 
All, therefore, have proportionate claims to the countenance and patronage of 
the Legislature. And there is no subject which'can come before them mote 
worthy of their attention. To think, therefore, of establishing ‘a system of 
Common Schools, from which any practical good is to result, to the neglect of 
higher Seminaries of learning, is altogether visionary. 

There are, in the humbler walks of life, young men with as much native vig- 


or of mind and talent, as areto ke found in ahy other; but in many instinces, | 
they are covered in obscurity, for the want of the opportunity and means of in-: 


tellectual cultare. They are not indigent, but still they have not the means of 


obtaining an academic.or collegiate education. These, to such, ought not to:be 


b 


1 
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withheld, but should be gratuitously bestowed, with the view of their becoming 
teachers, as well as for the public good. We want to.enlist all the youthful mind 
and talent in the teachers’ department, which we can bring to bear upon our sys- 
tem of Common Schools. It is therefore respectfully suggested; whether it 
‘would not be well-for the Legislature, to provide, in whole or 2. part, for the 
gratuitous instruction of young men who have not the means of educating them- 
selves, until they shall become qualified to teach in the primary schools, and 
with the view to their being thus engaged. In that case, it is believed there should 
be no other than an honorary obligation resting upon them, arising from a sense 
of gratitude to be thus employed. ‘This, in connection with the remuneration 
they may receive for their services, will constitute a sufficient motive to action. 
' The employment of school teaching must be made respectable, and sufficient pe- 
cuniary inducements held out for young men to come forward and engage-in the 
work, if we would expect to obtain their services, or when obtained, that they 
should be worth any thing. But with such a bencfaction and such inducements, 
jt is hoped that a sufficient number of qnalified teachers may be obtained by 
ihe.time the system is put into general operation. It is but an act of courtesy 
to the Nashville University here to mention, that that institution has offered to 
educate, without charge for tuition, as many boys as.may come to them, who will 
engage, to become teachers in the Common Schools or Academies, provided the 
State will endow a professorship of English Literature in that University. 
That our Colleges and Academies may receive a new impetus, and a helping 
hand be afforded them, it is further suggested, whether it would not be advisa- 
ble, that the surplus revenue of the general government alloted to this State, 
beappropriated and vested either wholly in worksof Internal Improvement, or 
partly in such works, and partly in the purchase of.the bonds of the State, and 
the profits of such works and the interest on such bonds, be applied to the cause 
of education. For example, let ono third, or a portion of the profits and interest 
aforesaid, be appropriated to each of the Grand Divisions of the State, for the 
endowment or use of Colleges; another portion thereof for the use of Acade- 
mies, both male and female, in the different counties; and the remaining portion 
in such manner as that the same may be annually distributed amongst the Com- 
mon Schools throughout the State; all under such regulations and restrictions 
as may be deemed expedient. One of which, in relation to the «higher mstitu- 
tions, should be, that nothing shall be charged for tuition for those who will agree 
to become teachers in the Common Schools; and keeping in view the principle 
of associating individual effort with public munificence.

The New. Constitution, in roference to the Gommon meno Fund, contains 
this article: - d 

«Knowledge, learning; and virtue, beirig essential to tlie preservátión c of re-. gd 
publicar institutions, and the, diffusion of the opper tunities and advantages of 
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education throughout the different portions of the State, being highly conducive 
to the promotion of this end; it shall be the duty of the General Assembly in all 
future periods of this government, to cherish literathre and science. -And the 
fund called the Common School Fund, and all the lands and proceeds thereof, 
dividends, stocks, and other property of every description whatever, heretofore 
by law appropriated, by the General Assembly of this State for the use 
of common schools, and all such as shall hereafter be appropriated, 
shall remain a perpetual fund, the principal of which shall never be di- 
minished by legislative appropriation, and the interest thereof; shall 
be inviolably appropriated to the support and encouragement of common 
schools throughout the State, and for the equal benefit of'all the people thereof; 
~and no law shall be made authorizing said fund, or any part thereof, to be diver- . 
ted to any other use than the support ‘and encouragement of common schools; 
and itshall be the duty of the General Assembly to appoint a Board of Com- 
missioners for such term of time as they may think proper, who shall have the 
general superintendence of said fund, and who shall make a report of the. con- 
dition of the same, from time to time, under such rules, ‘regulations and restric- 
tions as may be required by law: Provided, that if at any time hereafter a divis- 
ion of the public lands of the United States, or of the money arising from the 
sales of such lands, shall be made among the individual States, the part of such 
Tand, or money, coming to this State, shall be devoted to the purposes of educa- 
-fion and Iternal Improvement, and shall never be applied tu any other pur. 
ose." . i 

The Board of Commissioners, when appointed, derive their power as to the 
general superintendence of this fund, from the Constitution. In appointing this 
Board, the Legislature have directed that | ` 

«The moneys, notes, bonds, stocks, securities, and other property belonging 
to the State or common school fund, in the possession or under the control of the 
agents appointed to close the concerns of the Bank of the State, the county com- 
mon school commissioners and county bank agents, shall,on demand, be de- 
livered by the person or persons having the possession of the same, to the Su- 
perintendent of public instruction, or to thé authorized agent of the -Board of com- 
mon School Commissioners; and all clerks, sheriffs, collectors or other persons, 
companies or corporations, who may now, orat any time hereafter, have possession 
of any funds or property appropriated tothe use of the common schools in this State, 
shall deliver the same in like manner, unless otherwise directed by law: Provi- 
ded, that in paying over to the Superintendent of public instruction, the 
moneys, notes, honds, obligations, or other securities which may be in possession 
or under the control of the county common school commissioriers, they shall not 
be required to pay, but may retain any internal improvement fund, or any indi- 
vidual donation which may have been made to the school funds of their counties 
respectively, and which shall be left under the control and management of the 
county school commissioners as directed by the existing laws.” 

Whatever has heretofore been appropriated by the General Assembly of this 
State for the use of Common Schools, and the proceeds thereof, or the interest 
which accrued thereon, no matter how the same has been vested, (provided it 
has not been actually expended,).as well as what may hereafter be appropriated, 
constitutes the above fund.' Whether the practical effect of this new provision 
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will operate equally or, justly, upon all the counties, is. a question which we do. 
not presume to consider. "It'is sufficient for us to know that the Constitution is 

the supreme law ofthe land, ‘That this fund should be placed, under the super- 

intendence of thé Board of Coramissionefs, in order, not only to its safety, but 

that the interest might accumulate to the best advantage with a view, to its fu. 

ture appropriation as directed by the Constitution, i it was indispensably necessary 

that it should be called in. AÑ laws under the for mer organization, which are 

inconsistent with the above provisions, are therefore virtually repealed. 

It is important, however, for thosé to whom the trust, of superintending this 
fund is committed, and to their agents in the different counties, in-order to the 
proper execution of that tust, to understand the different appropriations which 
have béen madé on this’ ‘subject: for that purposé, , inasmuch as it is not pre-, 
sutned that thé different acts are alike convenient to all, the following references, 
ard made. :

"The act of 1827, ch. 64, is copied at length, together with some sections of 
other acts, because of their importance. It is presumed that there may be ` 
lands which have been struck off to the trustees of common schools which have 
not been redeemed, or if receemed, thatthe redemption money may not have 
been accounted for; also, that theres is escheated property, which under the 6th 
sbction of the dct of 1835, ch. 23, ought to be delivered by the persons having 
possession thereof, to the superintendent or agent of the Board. It is expected- 
that the agents in the different counties will dilligently enquire as to property 
"situated as above; and, in short, as to whatever constitutes the school fund,— 
ascertain its situation, and report accordingly,—that wherever any portion 
of it is withheld, suit may be commenced therefor under the direction of the 
Board.

Sm: The circular letter of the 5th September last, which I had the honor of 
addressing to the Agents of the Board of Commissioners, i in the different coun-

With regard to notes, coupled with a power of attorney to confoss ‘judgment, 
when, in the opinion ôf the agent, there would be a'propriéty in instituting suits 
in the ordinary way, he can do soas if no such power: ‘existed. It is unnecessa- 
ry to forward to the superintendent: notés of furmer delinquents, where the debt- 
ors and their ‘securities are notoriously insolvent, or institute suit thereon, with. 
out a previous report to, and-direction from the superintendent. 

‘As.to-the renewal of notés, it will be borne in-mind that. by: the 9th section 
of the act appointing à board'of commissioners, it is made their duty to collect 
from the debtors’ to the school fund in each county, by- pefmitting the notes or 
securities therefor to be fenewed every six months, calling in. EO per, centum on 
the first renewal, and 25 per centum of the residue on each subsequent re- 
newal-—so that the whole debt, after- the first instalment of 10 pei cént. shall 
be collected in four semi-annual payments, besides'the interest, whieh- "is paid in 
‘advance on gach renewal. - If, however, such subsequent- renewal: should not 


‘have been made on the day it. ‘should have been, and there should be a ‘sufficient 


excuse for such omission, the agent, in his discr etion, may; within a: reasonable 
time thereafter, permit the renewal ax of. the day i if should have been made.— 
It is, however, expected that strict punctuality will be observed. Where notes 
have been executed to the.superintendent, and'have-not ‘been renewed when 
they should have been, orwithin a reasonable time thereafter, they will then be. 
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forwarded to the, superintendent, unless it should be thought expedient by the 
agent to institute suit in the ordinary way. Where the notes are small, and 
different debtors wish to consolidate their debts, or where the debtors wish to 
' romove from the county and to substitute others in their'place, no impropriety is 

perceived in permitting it in either case, provided, in doirig &o, the security is not 
thereby weakened? Where any of the late or present clerks of the county 
. courts have in their hands moneys arising from licenses to retailers of spir itu- 

ous liquors, or where any of the sheriffs or collectors of- public taxes have in their 
hands taxes collected on lands entered at [23 cents, orone cent per acre, or 
without price, except paying for the entry (called school lands) itis the duty of 
the respective agents, where it has not already been done, immediately to en- 
quire into and demand the same, and if not paid, forthwith to make report.-— 
That the agents may know what lands have thus been entered, it would be well 
for them to apply to the clerk of the county court in each county for a copy of 
the list of such lands, furnished by the entry taker, and also an estimate of the 
tax on each tract. In the case of the sales of land for the taxes, where they have 
been struck off by the sheriff or collector to the trustees of common schools, 
under the act of 1829, chap. 54, and the time of redemption has expired, the 
agents ofthe different counties will enquire Whether deeds have been executed 
to such trustees or county school commissioners therefor, and if so, in what cases? 
And where lands thus struck off have been redeemed, they will also ascertain 
jn whatcases-—what has become of the redemption money—whether it is still 
in the hands of the sheriff or collector, or whetherit has been paid over to the 
pounty school commissioners; and in either case, demand and receive it, and re- 

ort accordingly. Where lands have been struck off as above, and the time of 
E demption has elapsed, and deeds have not been executed, it is thought by the 
‘Board to be inexpedient to be at the expense of procuring deeds and having them 
registered, until the further action of the Legislature upon this subjects or un- 
til the board shall otherwise direct. 

I must again call the attention of the respective agents of the board to the 
necessity of immediately making a report where it has not been done, to the su- 
_ perintendent, agreeably to the 7th section of the act above referred to, show- 

ing the name of each debtor in his county to the school fund, the amount of 
each debt, with the security therefor, specifying the date of its execution and 
maturity; a similar report, with like particularity, will also be expected at each 
subsequent renewal. It is also expected that the respective azents will special- 
ly report, where it bas not been done, an account of any bank stock, turnpike: 
stock, or property of any kind, belonging by law to the school fund i in their 
* county. - 

In making this report, it is expected they will state whether there is or is not 
property of this description, and if thete is, in what it contains. If there is any 
escheated:property, it ought to be particularly described. 

As it is made the duty of the superintendent to ascer tain and report to the 

next regular session of the General Assembly, the amount and condition of the , 

college and academy funds in this State;—the agents in the respective coun- 
ties will enquire inio this matter, and more especially as to the safety and se- 
curity of these funds, and report to the superintendent accordingly. 

Agents are also particularly requested to remitas early as practicable, agree. 
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able to former instr uations, all sums of Noney they. may receive, that the interest 
thereon may accumulate'as fast as possible. with the view to a future’ appro- 
priation thereof, as contemplated by the constitution. In such remittarices they 
will’ specify from what source they are received; what part thereof i is principal; 
and what part interest.

Bank Stock, 
where’ vested, and what have been the profits on Such investments: thé amount 
of expenditures since the organization of the Board of ‘Commissioners for Com- 
mon Schools, for what purposes expended, and what is now remaining dn his 
hands unexpended: the amount chargeable against-the county Gommissioners-of 
each county, paid to them by the Bank of the State under 'the provisions of .an 
act of Assembly passed in the year 1829, chap. 107, sec. 20: and the amount 
surrendered up by the said county Commissioners of each county, to the Super- 
intendent or his agent: that he report in like manner tlie amount of Academy 
funds in each county, whether or not the same is considered safe, and what pro-

The — tabular. statement is intended to shew the anoi shamed on 
the Books of the Bank of the State of Tennessee, to each county; the amount 
of principal chargeable against the county common school Commissi»ners of 
each county; the amount of principal and interest paid over by them ,to the 
Agents of the present Board; the amount of principal now in the hands of late 
Bank Agents; the amount paid over by them to the Superintendent or Agents of 
this Board; and the amount received in money by the Superintendert, from 
Agents. af this Board, including the amount received for.tax on school-lands, 
and on licenses for: the retail of spirituous liquors, whether received from them 
or others. Also.the amount of Bank Stock received from the different coun- 
ties. - 
^ This statement, though made with care, may not be perfectly accurate or 
free from error; and it will be difficult to make one that is, from the documents 
from which thisis formed. In some instances, the amount paid by :the Bank 
Agents to, the school commissioners, stands charged upon the Books against the 
former, when it should be credited to the former and charged to the latter— 
Mistakes were also. made by the school commissioners in several instances, in the 
amount of notes handed over by them to the Agents of. this Board.—Credits 
have. been claimed, which were not entered upon the notes, which .npon dug 
proof; have since been allowed. These errors, so far as they. are known to exist, 
are here attempted to be corrected.

The collection of debts in the different counties, has been;dritrasted to the 
Agents of those eounties respectively, with the genéral instructions contained i in 
the subjoined Circulars marked A. and: :B. and such other special instructions as 
were -‘necessary,and.with one exception, it is believed they -tave discharged their 
duty with-zeal and fidelity. Where it was deemed’ necessary, -suits-haye~ been 
instituted; most of which are sull pending, and are much eontested... A; suit in 
Equity was instituted by this-Board against the county common school 'commis- 
sioners of the county of Green, for a balance in thir hands, which they refused ^ 
to pay ever. Said Commissioners then filed a crgss:-bill, and-obtained-an in- : 
junction to prevent the Superintendent, from investing in'Bank--Stock the money 
received from that county; which was-dismisséd-at:the'last Chancery Court for 
that District; and an appeal was taken;to the Supreme Courts- But to; state at 
this time each ‘case, “or what steps have been taken to recover each debt, and 
whats the prospect.of recovery,” would be:mpractieable. ^. ^:

Of the last*mentioned sum (paid in other disbursements,) 44,958 87 may ybe 
considered as expenses of the Board of Commissioners; thatis to say, $4,103 
12, paid for salaries to agents of the Board; $375 34 for Post Office accompt; _ 
$133 94 for stationery and books; $125 00 for Printing accompt; $22 50 
for taxes; $78 59 for Lawyers’ fees, and costs of suits; and $120 38 for Of 
fice rent at Knoxville, and other contingent expenses of the Board. The resi- 
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due thereof was disbursed in claims against thé Bank, or in expenses incurred 
by the Bank, or which were incidental to the settlement of its concerns, With 
regard to the salaries of agents, which constitute so considerable an item in the 
above expenditures, it may be observed, that they will shortly be much dimiñ- 
ished; and so soon as the fund shall be entirely called in and collected, they will 
cease altogether. 

By deducting the sum disbursed, from that received by the Superintendent as 
aforesaid, there appears to be a balance in his hands, if there be no error in the 
calculation; of $86,751 28, about half of which has been received within the 
last three months. It may here befurther remarked, that a considerable amount 
of the money received by him, since the general suspension of specie payments 
by the Banks, consisted in notes of the Mississippi and Alabama Banks, and other 
uncurrent Bank paper, which had been taken by the agents previous to or about 
ilie time of that suspension, or since, in payment of doubtful debts.—'These 
notes have been at a discount of from 2 to 25 per cent, and in their disposi- 
tion required considerable negotiation to avoid the sustaining of a loss. This 
has been effected with no other than that arising. from delay in the use of the 
mone 

He might have invested more than he hasdone in Bank stock—but consider- 
ing its depreciation in market, and that the Banks had ceased to declare any 
Dividend since the first of January last, and as the Legislature would shortly 
convene, he:thought it prudent not to extend such investments beyond those al- 
ready made. 

' Where the money, not invested in bank stock, could be safely and securely 
used to advantage, by being loaned, or in the discount of paper, it has mostly, 
with the above exception, been so applied —thereby producing a profit upon the 
sum thus employed, of $3,537 50, above stated: But im times so disastrous to 
the mercantile community, very great caution was necessary—and no loans 
have been made, or paper discounted, where there was believed to be any haz- 
zard, ot when any loss has been incurred" In the course thus pursued he con- 
sillered himself authorised by the llth section of the act, creating the office 
which he-holds, and prescribing its duties. 

‘With regard to the academy funds, as the superintendent has no control over 
them, his énquiries on this subject, have, by some, been considered a matter of 
supererogation, and therefore have not been answered. . He has however ascer- 
tained, since the making of his annual report, a further sum unexpended of about 

$8,000, (making in all $58,000.) which is coneidared. safe—but the Sede on 
this fund.have not been ascertained.

With regard to the Report of the Committee on Banks, made 10th Decem- 
ber, 1831, which states that there is due from the purchasers of Jands. in the 
Hiwassee District, the sum of $72,569 26, of which $28,558 66 is in dispute, 
and the payment suspended, leaving a balance of $44.01 10 60. "The late Trea-. 
surer explains, that the land in dispute was that claimed by Indian Reservees— 
and the balance was forfeited lands, most of which were afterwards purchased in ` 
by the Treasurer, and transferred to the office of the Entry Taker for the Hi- 
wassee District, as required by law. 

The late Treasurer also alleges, that he has received no College or Academy 
funds, except the amount deposited by, the former Treasurer, .in.the old State 
' Bank for the use of" East Tennessee College, which he paid. over to the Treasu-. 
rer of that College; and Elijah Enibree’s bond, a part of which he collected and 
paid overto the Colleges of East and West ‘Tennessee, in “equal proportions; 
and said Embree’s bond for Academy money, a portion.of . which he . collected - 
and paid into the Branen Bank at Knoxville, for the use of Academies. i in East. 
Tennessee; and for all of which he regularly accounted i in his. settlements with

The "e Bank, after receiving a portion of the first instalment deemed it 
inexpedjent to participate further in the.distribution, and the whole amount was 
in April and July, assigned to the Union and Planters Banks. s 

The interest which would have accrued to the State, on the first of July last, 
had the transfers been completed on the first day of each quarter, would, have 
amounted to $17,921 25; whereas, by the delays: which occurred in realising 
the drafts for a portion of the two first instalments.on the Agricultural Bank at 
Natchez, the interest on the first of July amounted only to $15,584 36. More 
than sufficient, however, has been. received to meet all the-expenses of -the com- 
pany of "Engineers employed in surveying the Central Road, to which aoge 
it had been appropriated. 

( Xtis ‘scarcely to he hoped for or expected, that in assessing the value. of axa 
ble property, any mode can be devised which in practice will be found wholly 
free from inconvenience or exceptions, and the plan adopted in our present sys- 
tem, though in some instances admitting cause of complaint, should not perhaps 
suffer material alterations until'more fully tested. ` Individuals may be found,, 
who, from false rules of estimate, rather than from an unjust desire of avoiding 
a due portion of the publie burthens, will, when left to.their own discretion, put 
a valuation on their lands and other taxable estate below the neighborhood stan- 
dard. This, if- ‘practised ‘extensively, would have an injurious . effect ; ; upon, the 
revenue and upon the interest of that portion of the community whose estateshad 
been fairly assessed, and even when limited to but few; is calculated to "create 
heart-burnings and neighborhood collisions, just grounds for which should never 
be permitted t fo exist by provisions of law. By some it is understood that the 8th 
section of the assessment act, gives, by implication, full authority to the Com- 
amissioner to assess a value himself, not only upon all property where ‘the value 
ïs wholly pretermitted by the owner, but upon such also*as in bis , „opinion may 
be inadequately valued. This, if ‘intended by the Legislature; should be ‘more 
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explicit in its terms, and thé duties and poweis of the Coniraiésioner tore spe 
cifically" pointed out and enlarged, a i PR US Aaa 

Difficulties have oceurred ín. the‘ collection of tax on’favern keepers’ liceüse, 
owing chiefly to ‘the ‘undefined notiohs which seem fo have obtained in society 
of what it is that constitutes a tavern'or tavern keéfer, and ‘should it be deemed 
expedient to continue the tax of five dollars, now irnposed' on - granting license tó 
keep a tavern without the privilege of retailing spirits, it will be necessarj!to 
make the discriminations where intended, more intelligible if practicable. - NG 
distinctions could be made in-the execution of the existing law where there was 
noessential difference of character, though ihe one might be a large and ‘fhe 
other a sinall concern; though the one might be located in a city or village, and 
the other upon the ro id side in the country, if each furnish the passing publie 
with prepared diet and aécommodations, and took pay therefor. Many who are 
supposed te come within the provisions of the lawhave refuséd or neglected to: 
pay the tax, and if that course should be excused or justifi ied, it is respectfully 
suggested that mp amouut be refunded to all from whom it has been wrongfully: 
exacted. 

Much inconvenience’ has been felt, and more extensive loss and delay may 
hereafter result to the public from the nature of the remedy now proviced against 
delinquent revenue officers.’ ‘The bonds for the faithful collection and payment 
of the public: money, are-xeldom properly taken arid authenticate:., The places’ . 
of their safe keeping should be more particularly provided for, and “authority: 
should he given to some department, with the most’ rigid injunctions wf duty, to’ 
enforce the legal execution and delivery of all bonds intended to secure thé 
punctuality and solvency of all public revenue officers. ‘The precarious nature 
of the remedy, especially against retired officers under the old system, has 
made it advisable to induce settlements from those in arrears* without any re- 
course to coercion; and intimations in that-spirit have béen generally made tothe 

respective attorneys to whom statements have been sent of all who are yet de- 
linquent. One judgment alone, against a Sheriff and hi¥securities, taken by the 
former Treasurer of Middle Tennessee, remains unsatisfied; rand i in extending 
time upon that, to the only responsible security now living in the State, no detri- 
ment is apprehended to the public interests, whilst permanent and. irretrievable 
embarrassment may have been averted from an individual who is represented - to 
be every way worthy of any indulgence compatible with: public duty. - 

Some delay has oceufred in “the. settlement of, Sheriffs’ old accounts froma 
belief. on their part, that in gomg out of office, the act of 1811 gave them an - 

: indulgeuce of two years, as well in paying up the public revenue in their hands, 
a$ in adjusting the other unfinishgd business, to which the act, perhaps;: more ` 
exclusively refers. Should it: be the intention -of the Legislature to concede ' 
tlie indulgence as extensively as contended for, it is very manifest that 'Serioüs- 
inconvenience and loss may be experienced. ; | 

In some counties the courts omit the appointment of Commissioners fo set- 
tle with the clerks for,the collection of either the State or county revenue, Hade 
there has been unavoidable procrastination, and perhaps loss from that cause.—« 
In‘several instances it has beén judged best to receive the féports of clerks vé- 
sified by Meir awn paac alone, where i if) was evident iat commenoners lied .- 
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not, or probably could not be appointed, and where there was no reason to doubs 
the correctness of the-reports made by the clerks themselves, d 

n The! payment of costs by the State ina ajl.cases, where the defendants ; ürenc- 
aitte, or where they are unable to pay Sinn convicted: will, continue to bear, 
heavily on the Treasury, though every, precaution be taken. io prevent exactions, 
and chárges not specified in the fee vilis, nor guthorised by warrant of lgw,— 
The pr ctice should be better regulated in the taxation of costs and the services 
of public officers adequately ‘remunerated and clearly defined. Clerks of the 
county [courts are sti]l made to perform important and responsible duties which 
xgquire the services:of men of probity and intellirence, whilst the perquisites 
of theit offices are necessarily diminished by a transfer to the. circuit court of a 
chief portion of that description of business on which fees are exacted. 

(0 Very few cases have occurred of a strict execution of the law requiring the 
circuit court clerk to countersign licenses issued by the clerks of the county, 
court or taxable privileges. This, it is apprehended, is chiefiy attributable to 
neglect! in the persons obtaining license, and as some check of that description 
is very česirable, the object should not be abandoned without an attempt at such 
alterations or amendments as will give it effect. 

The balance stated tobe in the Treasury, consists of a deposite of notes of 
the chartered Banks of the State which pass current in all the ordinary transac- 
tions of | business, and no difficulties have yet occurred in the necessary disbürse- 
ments to public creditors, When, in May last, all the Banks of the country 
suspended payment of specie on their notes, a question of much perplexity was 
presented to the collecting Officers, and an opinion prevailed to some extent 
amongst them that it was competent for the Comptroller or Treasurer, to indi- 
cata ip what kind of currency the taxes and other public dues could be received, 
No discretion being any where given, all were referred to the provisions of the 
act of 1819, witha general assurance that so Icng as the notes of the Banks 
chartered by the State could be made available to the Treasury, the utmost in- 
dulgence would be extended to the tax paying public, and it is due to the Banks 
ta add that every facility which the adjustment of our accounts reasonably re- 
quired in the payment of interest on our State bonds or otherwise, has been 
promptly furnished by them. 

In appropriating the rates of taxation for the years-1838 and 1839 it is not 
to be apprehended that the estimated value of taxable estate will be reduced, 
materially below the standard of 1836, or that for the ordinary pur poses of gov- 
erment it will be necessary to increase the present assessment. The increase 
of revenue from every source in 183 , over that of 1835, as ascertained from | 
actual receipts into the treasury, and a reasonable estimate of the unsettled 
balances, is a fraction more than thirty thousand dollars; and as far as settle- 
ments have vet been made for 1837, there is a manifest improvement on the 
receipts of the preceding year. This latter improvement is, however chiefly 
referable to the heavy importation of merchandise during the past session, a 
continuance of which for at least one year to come, ought not to be expected nor 
relied on. 

.Some provision will be found necessary for the relief of sheriffs, more especial 
ly in that portion of their duty which specifies the time for reporting lands for, 
non-payment of taxes as they are now required to make payment at the Treas, | 
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ury before they have an opportunity of obtaining releasémónt from the court 
on their liabilities for all lands of that description, so long as the period fixed on 
for the close of the fiscal year remains as at present established. 

‘The annexed statistical table exhibits in one view the quantity and value of 
land on which a tax is levied for public revenue; the quantity and value of 
school lands; the number. and value of town lots; number and value of slaves 
subject to tax betwen the ages of twelve and fifty years; nuniber and value 
of pleasure carriages, and ‘number of white polls in each county severally, in 
each grand division and in the whole State; a comparative view of the amount 
of revenue received from sheriffs and clerks separaiely for the years 1835 and 
1836; the average value of the State tax land, of school land and of slaves in 

each county, and the general averages in the divisions-and in the whole State 
collectively. This estimate is made on the returns for 1836, as those for 1837 
are not yet sufficiently complete, and will necessarily be submitted in a supple- 
mental report to be made in a few weeks. More minute details decending to 
ihe returns from each separate civil district might be deemed both curious and 
valuable, but would extend the present report to ati inconvenient length.

The extraordinary drain upon the Treasury, which jus. commenced, aud which 
threatens to be continued to an unknown extent, under the operations of the Act 
of December 10,1835, chap. 30, may seriousiy affect our means of meeling 
other appropriations, unless the provisions of .that-att be so modified as to make 
the cxaclions more ‘conformable to the actual loss sustained, ‘and to the actual 
benefit or gain which resulted to the State. ' Es 

The policy which the Union Bank very judiciously pursued at. the, close of the 
last half year, of withholding dividends from stockholders, may, at tlie. first óf 
January and July next, be still deemed advisable; and if so, the ordinary rev- 
enue of the State will he required to furnish whatever sum may be necessary 
to pay the accruing interest on the bonds issued for that stock; whilst our lia~ 
bilities for the interest on the one. third stock, already subscribed for and held in. 
rail roads and McAdamized Turnpikes, amounts to a sum of sufficient consider, 
ration to be provided for, and to form an item in our estimates, It is nos se- 
riously to be apprehended, that any of the companies with which the State is 
yet associated will fail to make good the interest to the bond-holders, without: 
calling in the aid of the Treasury on any occasion; but as fhe good faith and 
character of the State is pledged, and held out as guaranty to purchasers of the 
bonds, it is not only good policy, Lut common honesty enjoins that we should 
stand always prepared at the Treasury to meet every demand of the P cn 
ers, whether reimbursed or not by the other stockholders. 

„Jt will be observed that a large portion of the unsettled revenue now i is 
from Sheriffs, in the extreme mds of the State, and this delinquency is doubtléss 


. permitted by them, under ‘an appréhension: that; the seitlements might bé post- 


poned. until the. annual-visit;-of the Comptroller to Knoxville and Jackson, ia 
February and April. The time now allowed for Sheriffs to collect and pay over

the taxes is short, and might without prejudice to the public interests be, ex- 
tended to December; and should the. visits of the Comptroller be continued as at 
present, perhaps to the 20th of April, the clerks may, withdut any inconveni- 
ence to them, be still required to make settlements on the first of September. 
Their collections may safely be relied on to meet legislative and. other expenses 
usually accruing at that period, and it is respectfully recommended that-their 
eompensation be increased, both in commissions on their collections and on the,’ 
duplicate tax list, which they are required to furnish, and transmit to the Comp- 
troller’s office. 

These suggestions,as well as “those of my'former report, are submitted to 
your better judgment with all becoming deference. The revenue system which 
has been framed under the sanctions of the constitution is the work of wisdom 
and experience: it is adapted to the habits, wants, and resources’ of thé ‘people, | 
and establishes for its authors a. character for! much political sagacity. Its prin. . 
ciples until fairly tested should remain undisturbed. Palpable errors should be - 
corrected, and palpable improvements adopted, in the minor, details! of practice, 
as from time 'to time'they become manifest; whilst important and radical chan- 
ges in the systems. themselves should be left to the moré searching prüce:s of 
impartial experiment, and to the modifications which the changing character of- 
all human institutions and human events must inevitably produce.

REPORT to the Legislature af Tennessee, of the joint Committee of both Houses, 
on the subject of a system of Education, embracing Common Sehgal Acad- 
emies and. Colleges, 
` Your Committee deem it unnecessary to enter intoan elaborate EEE to 

prove the necessity and importance of Education. ‘These are now admitted by 

almost every nation, and by every nation in proportion to. its advancement in 
civilization, and in the knowledge and appreciation of liberty-and the rights of — 
mah. When the great truth was discovered that man was capable of self-goverm ' 
ment, it became apparent also, that the mind mtist be improved and enlightened, : 
to enable him successfully fo perform this -difficult task. Ignorance and liberty. 
could not exist together, and kings were found to be nothing more than men, and 
priests something else besides Heaven's viccgerents, only when the book of knowl- 
edge ceased to be a-cloistered volume. The- world was no longer young when 
this mighty book was unsealed, and man had been content’ fur ages to grope 
about in the darkness of ignorance and superstition, and to ascribe to beiegs of 
the same mould and fashion with himself attributes belonging only: to the High 
and Mighty Ruler ofthe Universe; but sífice its important truths have been dis- 
closed and proclaimed, his condition has been greatly improved, and under the 
benign influence of education, he is every where bursting the fetters with which 
he was enchained, and fulfilling his high and glorious destiny. Before the-power 
and majesty of education throneshave crumbled into dust, kingshave beer hutled 
from their places, and the people, formerly a vile and undistinguished mass; to:be 
shaped accorditig to the caprice or ‘ambition of their rulers, have been taught to 
know’ their rights, and knowing; to maintain them. ` pa 
If-even in other and older countries, where deep rootedjattachments to. peciiliar 
habits and customs ‘existed, and prescription’ assumed the forin of reason and of 
right, education, or the cultivation of the mind, has been able to effect all these 
wonderful'changes and to produce such results, what encouragement ought she 
ot to have met with, what ought she not to hav e accomplished in our own coun- 
try where there were but few obstacles of this nature to impede her progress? 
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Much, 'to bé'süre, kásbeod effectéd, but! muchiyet femainsto be dino fei ho’ where 
is edticatién'so essentially, aiid: vitally important, hot only to the welfare, but to 
the very continuance ` åf! a-governnient, Our éofistitution gives’*to the whole 
body ‘of the people the sovereign powerin their hands are placed the destitiies 
of their country, and npon, themit deperids whethé those destinies: ate to be di- 
récted’ for good or evil. ' : Phey do‘ not stand afar'off and look upon the govern- 
‘ment as-a thing ‘apart from;-and above, them, but they afe imniediately con-

ceitied iir its every nioment, andit is entirely under their control" and direction. - 
The power thus vested in them presupposes ‘that they are enlightened, that they 
can understand theif rights arid privileges and. will "üdopt the best means for j per- 
petüuting them." Every free mani the community, after certain age, is a 
part arid parcel of the gdvernmént~ --he may be in turn the elector and the elected; 
andif he be ignorant and uneducated, he cünn»t be well-qualified either to male 
a judicious sele-tion of another to perform any of the functions of government, 
or to discharge the duties of any office himself, How important is it then; nay, 
‘how absolutely necessary; that our peoplé should be educated? Educate them, . 
and they will never encroach- upon the: constitution themselves, nor allow others 
to impair or to destroy it; they will never become the victims -of the ambitious 
‘tyrant or of the crafty demagogue. lfitwero possible; and why'should it not 
‘be? to'edüente-every person within the broad limits of this great Republic, the 
friends of freedom and ‘of good government might abandon. their féars for the re. 
sult of the grand experiment which our glorious revolution originated. ° 
Virtue, good order and education, it is generally admitted, go hand in hand, 
‘while vice and ignorance, it is proverbial, are often companions. Obedience to 
the laws, egard for the rights of others, and- comparatively a “small amount of 
crime are the characteristics of those countries, in which education receives a 
liberal support and en&éuragement. ` Scotland and the New England States, 
among others, furnish evidence-of the truth of this position, while'we may point 
' to thé Prisotis-and Penitentiaries of out own- and every other. country, to prove 
that crime-and ignorance often dwell together, and that the latter is the prolific 
parent: of the former. Wë’ neéd ‘not travel, however; beyond our own’ ob. 
servation to-be conviiiced of this fact. -Out of the three hundred convicts who 
have inhabited our Penitentiary since its establishment, it has been ascertained, 
that not one was a man of -liberal education; that but very few possessed a 
knowledge of even-the fir st radiigents of learning, and not more than one third 
Could read or write! - Could a moré imposing dr¢ument; were-volumes written 
upon me ddr) he- adduced i in support of the ar ea importance of educa- 
ñon? ' 

The subject of sdt has ‘never yet réċeived in. ‘Tennessee; that ätter. 
tidn which ‘it so richly merits. ^ ` Appropriation after” appropriation, itis true, 
has been made-to the support of Cominot Schools, but the’system ‘adopted | under 
that name: has heretofore proved inefficient, , and by no means “equal to, the ex- 
pectations of those, who’ first éstablished it. -While this has béen the case with 
the Common School system, a prejudice has prevailed against the higher insti- 
tutions of Jeathinig ; Academies and Colleges; “neither of which has consequently 
ever Feceived much from the munificence ofthe State: "This prejudice i is much: 
to be regretted, if it still exist, for while it continues; a liberal system of Educa- 

, tion will never be Stops : The hope; however, is s fondly chanebed; that it ia 
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_fast disappearing, and that the time has now arrived, when a system, embracing 


‘Common Schools, Academies. and Colleges, may at least be put under way, 
having received countenance and encouragement from State legislation., While 


your Committee believe that a preference should.be given to a proper and ef- 


ficient system of Common Schools over Academies and Colleges, if but one of 
the three is to be established, they are of the opinion that the three constitute ' 
bright links of the same strongand enduring chairi, whichif well welded together, 
will be the best means of securing the prosperity and- happiness of the State. 
So intimate is the connection between them all, that neither can be dispensed 
with, without materially impairing the efficiency of the rest. The Common 
School will furnish materials for the Academy, and the Academy for the College 
or University, while, in reverse order, the last will dispense its blessings,. by 
furnishing competent teachers to the Academy, und the Academy to the Gom- 
mon. School. " E 
. By the bill which accompanies this report, it will be perceived, that it is pro- 
posed to connect these three divisions of education in one grand whole, appro- 
priating to each a sum which will be amply sufficient, it is believed, for the es- 
tablishment of an efficient and liberal system: The time is an auspicious one 
for undertaking this important.object. Our constituents expect something at 
our hands, and we have it in our power to do something which-may ‘be useful, 
permanent and enlightened, All this can be accomplished by the proper use 
of the sum of money which is within the control of this Legislature. This sum 
is composed of the School fund proper, which, including the proceeds of the zales 
of the lands in the Ocoee district, will amount to more than $1,500,000, :and 
of the Surplus revenue, amounting to nearly one million and a half; making to- 
gether nearly two millions and a half of dollars. 
.. Of this fund, the interest arising upon sixteen hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars; the School fend proper, and five hundred and fifty thousand dollars of 
the Surplus Revenue; should be appropriated to the use of Common Schools. 
‘The interest would amount to nearly $100,000 per annum, if the capital were 
properly invested, and thissum would be amply sufficient for the support ofa sys- 
tem of Common Schools, founded upon the plan, which has succeeded so well 
elsewhere, of a partnership between. State munificence and individual enter- 
prise and liberality. Your Committee do not propose in this report to enter in- 
to the details of this system. They will defer this task toa future report, to 
be accompanied by a bill, merely observing now, that the inefficiency of a sys- 
tem of free Schools has been proved not only by our own experience, but by 
the example of Connecticut and of other States. In New, York, the plan which 
‘is alluded to has been in operation for more than twenty ‘years, and its success 
has far exceeded the most sanguine expectations of its friends. In Pennsylva. 
nia, a similar plan “has been established, which, has been attended with similar , 
success. In adopting a system we should be guided by the light afforded from 
‘the example of others, and as no system is the work of a day, we should look 
favorably upon one which has worked well for years. -It is evident, atall 
events, that no system will succeed where the citizen is "not directly interested 
in it by either-voluntary or legal contribution, and is thus induced to take a pride in 
itg success, and to watch over its progress with the most vigilantattention. -It is 
believed that the general features of the New York plan might be safely adopted; 
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aud iricorporated into a system in. Tennessee; Ata future period, However, ‘the 
merits and advantages of this plan | will be more fully.examined. * 

A foundation’ being thus Jaid,in the establishment” ef Gommon Schools, the 
next story of the puilding. will consist of Academies: "They form, as' it were, 
connecting links betweeti the highest and. lowest ‘seminaries’ of learning; ihe 
College and the Common. School; and without them a chasm would be created, 
which would be almost impassible; between these two orders of institutions: It 
cannot be expected; especially in Tennessée and the South, where, the avenues 
to distinction and wealth are so numerous, and-so inviting to the inan of liberal 
education; that he.would be willing to engagé ‘in the business*of a ‘Csmmon 
School téacher, which, however, honorable and indispensable, i itis evident, will 
not ‘be filled, at least for. many years to come, by mien who have received a Col- 
lege or University education. On the other hand, few-youths would be able, to 
leap at once from the Common School to the walls of. a Cullege.' * An inter- 
mediate order.of institutions seems, therefore, indispensable, to connect thesé 
two extremes, having their studies and classes "so arranged, as. to commence 
where the Common School ends, and to advance to-the point, and; in some prac- 
ticable branches, beyond the point, where’ the College.or Univer: sity begins. 

The fund already belonging to Academies, as has been ascertained-from the . 
Superintendent of ‘Public Instruction, including the proceéds of the half town- 
ship of land in the Ocoee.District, set apart for -their use by the act of 1899, 
amounts fo, at least, $50,000. ~ This: sum ‘your ‘Cominittee propose. tó'add to 
$600,000 of the Surplus Revenue, which-will make an’ amount of $650,000. 
The aunual.interest on this sum, if properly ‘invested, will be about $40,000. 
"There are seventy-two counties in the State, including ‘those of De Kalb and 
Cumberland; which will be established at this session. - Let the interest meri- 
tioned above be divided amongst them, .and it will: give at least $550 to. each 
county.. This sum, added to that, which would arise from tuition .fees, would 
yield an amount sufficient to employ a first rate teacher. This annual dividend 
should be given to each county, upon condition. that the inhabitants thereof would 
erect a suitable building, and’ furnish the.necéssary. furniture, fuel, e. = Tä 
many counties, Academy buildings are already erected, and thus, in many ca- 
ses, this expense will be saved. Your Committee srould expéct that both males 
and females should receive the benefits.of the Academy,.as they believe -that 
both could be educated. under the superintendence: of the same teachers, though: 
in separate apartments. This plan has worked well in several, of the Eastern . 
| States, and in some. partsof our own. -Fhe emulation. excited by ‘occasional re- 
citations together, would exert a great influencé upon 1 each, while: the -happiest : 
results would be produced. upon their. ‘manners, conduct and character, by the . 
constant interchange of courtesy and kind offices : ' jn 

“This-important cóndition, also, Should ‘accompany the bedefattidn of the State f 
to the Academy; that such youths.of both-sexes as were unable to pay’ for their 
tuitions, should receive: its benefits, free of charge; with the tacit understanding, 
however, that they should, after leaving its walls,.deyote a certain portion of 
their time to the business of common school teaching, receiving:the same salaries 
that might be given to other teachers. .' It will be perceived: that by this arrange- 
mént; a want of common:school teachers, which will bée:much felt in Tennessee 
for many.-years to come, will be, inw great measure supplied. 

t 
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`. Wa come now to:the topmost part of this -splendid and‘ useful suporstructire, 
the College or University. The opinion has been heretofore too prevalent, even 
if it does not now prevail, in Tennessee, that this order of institutions wag not 
worthy of the patronage of the Legislature, or of the countenance of the people. 
dt has heen asserted and believed that they are established only for the benefit 
of the rich, and that they saon haecme the nurseries of purse-proud aristocracy, 
nr vaulting ambition. These charges can be. best answered. in the words of an 
eminent man, who has thought and written much on the subject of educatian: 
“Great is the mistake,” says he, which is current on this subject, that Golle- 
ges aré designed exclusively for the rich, that none but the rich can be benefit- 
ted by them, and therefore, that the State ought not to patronise or endow then; 
that funds for their support ought not to be drawn from the' public treasury or the 
people's purse, because this would be to tax the many for 1he advantage ef tke 
few. Nothing can he more groundless and fallacious than. such æ representa- 
tion. No course more injurious ta the people, were it.adopted. The direct 
contrary is their true‘palicy and interest. For were a Collége established and 
maintained hy, an equitable tax upon the people, who would pay the tax? - Not 
the poor, for no tax, or nextio none is ever levied on them.. Men would com- 
tribute according to their means; and the principal burden would necessarily 
fall upon the rich, as in reason and justice ìt ought. The rich then, would be 
taxed for the benefit of the whole community. It is evident, as I before re- 
marked, that the rich, at least-the very rich, could easily educate their children 
at distant or foreign Seminaries, And ii would be greatly to their advantage to 
do so, at any expense, were there no Seminaries at home, or within every one's 
reach. Suppose there were no College in Tennessee, und but twenty individ- 
uals wealthy enough to send their sons to a College out of the State; it would 
then be in the power of a score or two of persons to monopolize all the liberal 
professions, and all the avenues to wealth and honor in the Commonwealth. , But 
raise up Colleges among yourselves, and you reduce the charges of a liberal ed- 
upation so considerably, that hundreds andrthousands cán immediately avail 
themselves of their aid.’ Not only all the middli Ses of citizens, but en- 
terprising youths of the poorest families may contrive to enter the lists of honor- 
able competition with the richest, as is done every day in the Northern and Eas- 
tern States; where indeed, the poor more frequently than the rich, rise to emi- 
nence by their talents and learning. Such is.the peculiar genius and excel- 
lence of our republican institutions, that moral and mental worth is the surest 
passport to distinction. The humblest individual, by the diligent cultivation of 


, his faculties, may, without the aid of family or fortune, attain the most exalted 
‘stations within the reach or gift of freemen.’ What an encouragement to stu- 


dious effort and enterprise! What an incentive to the generous: aspirings and 
honorable ambition of dur youth! Why should not the door be opened wide for 
their entrance upon this vast theatre of useful action and noble daring?” -. 
These observations are most trug, and wil) forcibly strike the attention of thé 
man of reflection and of patriotism. - If Colleges are properly endowed and en- 
couraged, the poor will be most. especially benefited. Place Colleges within 
their reach, and many a mine of hidden mental wealth will be brought to light, 


‘which will add much. to the glory of the Commonwealth. Fortunately, in this 


-"antry, there is na royal road to learning, we may inherit property, but. genius 
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and talents do not descend from father to son, like houses and:land.. , ‘The ‘rough: 
ést-and poorest boy “who follows the handle of. a: plough, or chops “wood i on the 
bill-sideymay, if a proper opportunity be. afforded him, become as learned as an 
Everett or a Silliman. Shall we afford him this opportunity? .. i 

To these'important and valuable institutions, the'incemé upon, the remainder 
of the surplus revenue ($800,000) .should be. appr gpriated; That sum should 
be. divided in the following manner: -T'he interest upon $100,000 annually to 
East. Tennessee. College, upon.100,000 to Nashville University, and upon 100,-. 
G00: toa Gollege or Uniyersity to be-established in the Western District at such 
point as this Legislature may determine. This donation should be.extended to 
East Tennessee College and Nashville University, upon tlié express condition 
that they will relinquish forever, all claim upon ‘the State, qr upon, the citizens — 
south‘of the French Broad and Holston rivers; and, to these and te the Western 
District College, upon thé further condition, that, they shall each edüeate such 
poor young men (not. exceeding thirty in any one year,) as are unable to pay the — 
necessary. fées, and as shall be recommended by the Board of Trustees of each. 
College. ‘In consideration of this liberality, such young men shall agree to de- 
vote a certain portion of their time, ‘after leaving College, to the. business . of 
teaching in Academies in this State. Thus will a provision be cr eated for sup- 
plying a valuable stock of materials to the constantly increasing i demand of the 
Academies. - - 

_As an itiducement'to make this donation to the East Tennessee College and 
Nashville University, itis herdly necessary to mention; that ‘it, will forever put . 
an end. to a controversy, which has vexed and perplexed our Legislatures for 
many years, and has cost more to the State, in the enactment of laws, and in the 
efforts made to compromise or settle it,than twice the amount, asked for: "That 
there is justice in tlie claims of these institutions, no one has ever doubted, and 
it would redound greatly to the honor of this Legislature to liquidate and, extin- 
guish the debt forever, especially as in'so doing, we sball be advancing the great 
interests of education, "ind, therefore, the interesísof the whole people of Ten- 
nessee. 

Your Committee will not take upon: ‘themselves to recommend how this im. 
portant fund should be invested; they will take leave, however, to suggest that 
it should be disposed of in such a manner as to yiéld a certain and continual, 
though it may be a small, interest, rather than an exorbitant, but an uncertain ` 
and flüctuating one. They believe, moreover, that, if it were possible, it would 
be best for the State to become responsible for this interest, rather than.to look 
for it to any set of individuals, body corporate or other institution, as it must be 
apparent to every man of reflection, that,it should be placed beyond the, constant. 
fluctuatibns of the money and stock markets. ‘ i 

In conclusion, your committee cannot: but observe that the present is as fit an 
occasion as ever will occur for the establishment of; system of Education. Any 
system which may ever be adopted must have a beginning, and it will take sev- 
eral years to put any system successfully info operation. If it be now post- 
poned to some future period, the Legislators of that period will be able but to 
commence it, and thus a half centüry or more may elapse before "Tennessee 
shall have done that for her own benefit and glory which it is nowin her power 
todo. Her citizens have already acquired a high and enviable character for 
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intelligence and independence, and the surest and best way of ineredsing this 
character and fixing it upon a firm and unchangeable basis, is to adopt some such 
sy stem as is here proposed, by which the means of education, will be placed witli- 
in every man’s reach, 

‘Let the three Colleges and the seventy koina and the one thousand or 
more Common Schools, be established and endowed, as contemplated by your 
Committee, and they will constitute so many greater and lesser luminaries, 
shedding their united light and heat into every corner of the State. Should a 
Common School System alone be established, it would, it is true, be a noble 
provision for strengthening and perpetuating our free institution, Here, how- 
ever, thé ingenuous youth, having completed his brief course, and just tasted 
the sweets of learning, would have to stop. His country provides nothing more: 
for him. ‘But if-we endow Colleges and Academies, and open wide their doors, 
he will be lured on from the portal tothe vestibule, and from the vestibule into 
the very temple of science. It may not be ascribed to a heated fancy to affirm, 
that the very passage of this bill will exert an instantaneous and powerful influ- 
ence throughout the length and breadth of Tennessee, exciting in her ambitious 
and ingenuous youth noble aspirations, to which their bosoms have hitherto been 
unused; and that it will kindle in our entire population an: ardor in the cause of 
education, which will prepare the way for, and facilitate, the operations of the | 
system in all its ramifications.

In submitting a statement of the condition of the Pianta Bank of Tennes- 
see, it is deemed proper to accompany it with sume explanation relative.to the 
course of policy pursued by the Directors since the late derangement and em- : 
barrassnient in the business and monied affairs of the country. j 

The trade of Tennessee was not seriously affected until about the first of 
March last, when occurred the great reduction in the price of our produce, and; 
the universal prostration of credit. Cotton which had previously sold in New 
Orleans at 123 to 16 cents, suddenly declined to five to six cents, and even at 
these ruinous prices, great difficulty was experienced in effecting sales; the con-. 
sequence of which was, the suspension of most commission merchants intimate- 
ly connected with the trade of Tennessee, and the return of a large amount o£ 
bills under protest. These bills have generally been taken up by notes satis- 
factorily secured, and the Directors entertain the opinion that no loss will be 
sustained eventually ; but so large an amount of the resources of the Bank, be- 
ing thus suddenly and unexpectedly rendered unavailable, has caused great in-. 
convenience, both to the Bank and the community, by placing it out of ihe 
power of the Bank to supply the demand for eastern exchange, and rendering 
it imprudent to extend that accommodation to the community in the way of 
discounts that was desired. 

The result of the unfortunate difficulties referred, to, was the suspension of 
specie payments in May last, by nearly allthe Banks in the county; and was. 
followed by this Bank on the 25th May. 

To the Directors it appeared to be the only alternative, and was forced upon. 
them by a panic, and by causes beyond their control. Credit and confidence 
were totally destroyed. Under these circumstances, to have attempted to con- 
tinue the payment of specie would have resulted in the most disastrous conse- 
‘quences, both to the Bank and the community, as the Bank would have been 
compelled to press its debtors to the utmost extent, and to have incurred heavy 
sacrifices to procure specie, every dollar of which would have been, drawn. and 
shipped to pay the pressing foreign demand. 

In the management of the affairs of the Bank since the suspension, the Di-. 
rectors have been actuated by a desire to obviate, as far as practicable, the 
evils of a depreciated currency, to promote the interest of the community, by 

_ealling upon its debtors to the extent only that it was convenient to pay, and to 
afford such accommodations as were deemed prudent, by discounting new paper, 

| always, giving a preference to those. who were not indebted or were not large 
debtors to the Bank. i 

The reduction of discounts since the „suspension, has arisen from payments 
made upon Domestic Bills, at points beyond this State, and not.from payments 
on discounted notes. The annexed statement exhibits the average amount un- 
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de? discount, and the circulation for each month since the septa together- 
with the correspondmg inonths of last year. '^

From the above statement it will be observed, that notwithstanding the dis 
counts in 1837 are about $600,000 above, the aver age circulation is about $300- 
000 below, the corresponding months in 1836; this is accounted for from the 
circumstance, that last year the demand for money: for the. payment.of eastern 
debts was very moderate, and the Bank notes consequently remained in the’ 
country in circulation, whereas, the present condition of the country is wholly 
different. "The exchanges are heavily against us, and the circulation is returned 
upon the Bank for eastern exchange to pay eastern debts. 

When money is required to facilitate the purchase and shipment of the pro+ 
duce of the country; it is the policy of the Bank to furnish it; but in the pres: 

ent condition of the country, oppressed. with a heavy foreign. debt, an increase 
of discounts woüld. not be followed by a correspending . increase of the circula- 
tion, but the money would be applied to the paymert of collection notes, or 
drafts, and eastern debts, and thereby, incur a heavy,debt against the Bank in 
favor of eastern Banks and merchants, which would be very oppressive, as it 
could not be paid in the description of funds required, and the' consequence 
would be suits against the Bank, or a liability to the penalty of ten per cenf. in- 
terest imposed by the charter. 

Taking into view the ameunt now under discount,our duty to prépare for the 
resumption of specie payments, and to meet our other obligations in a. satisfacto» 
ry manner, particularly the debt to the State of Tennessee, and not knowing : 
how early it might be demanded, these circumstarices have rendered it impru- ' 
dent in the opinion of the: diréctors to increase the line of discounts. 

The ability of the Bank to meet all its liabilities it is believed cannot be doubt» 
ed.

Sra :-Tn submitting the accompanying statement of the condition of this Bunk to 
its Stockholder-,a. word of explanation my not be considered inappropriate in 
times like the present, when the commercial and monetary affiirs of the country 
at large, are laboring ynder so miny embarrassments, and when it is known 
that this Bank has uot escaped the common Jot of all, in -having its securities 
(ipon which it could always rely her etofore.) rendered, suddenly unavailable by 
the unexampled depression in the prce of all the staple commodities of the 
country, and the consequent suspensi n of neary all the Cotton Facto-s in New 
Ovleans, in any way connected with the trace of this section of the country .— 
Fortunately for the interest of the Institution, it has nut to rely, 2n any cuse, ex- 
elusively upon the strengta of the Factor or Commission Mercham at New Os- 
leans—having solvent home drawers and endorsers to w hom it louks, as well as 
the acceptors for.the security of its debts. . 

Collections to any considerable extent are not to be expected until the next 
busin. ss season shall open in New Orleaus, when a large amount of produce, 
now on hind undisposed of, as well as the present growing crop s shall he sold. 

, Notwithstanding the great difficulties and disappointments which have over- 
taken the country since the first of April last, aud the recent suspension of spe- 
cie payments, this Bank hae reduced its circulation (trem, its highest point. on: 
the fist of February last,) $1,375,965, and its Post Notes on time $631,932, 
and ia addition thereto has discharged a heavy debt egainst it grow ing out of 
its collecti us for distant Banks. 

This exertion to sustain its circulation at New Orleans, as well as.at ity 

o Counter, and to discharge its other engagements, has reduced its availatile re- 
sources so uch, added to the fact of the recent suspension of specié’ payments, 
as renders it inexpedient, i in the opinion of the Bourd, to declare a dividend for 
the present., This decision of the Bo ird, under all the circumstance Leaving on 

"the question; it is eovfidently expected “will be ‘approved by the Stockholders 
generally, But should such favorable changes take place in the commercial and 
monetary concerns of the country, within the ensuing three er four months, as

. Pursuant to the charter of this Bank, I have the honor to present herewith, a a 
statement of its present condition, with a hope that the same will.prove satis- 
factory under the: present embarrassments, which alike affects all the Banks 
and States of the Union. Those embarrassments, I deem it my duty, in the 
absence of the President, to explain, as concisely as theit important bearing 
upon the Commercíál.and monetary concerns of our State will admit. “2s” 

At the close of. the session of the Legislature in October last, the prospect 
of fine crops and an active and'lucrative commerce were flattering and cheer- 
ing, ahd so continucd until the eventful months cf January, February-and March: 
last passed, without a sufficient tide in our rivers.to enable the drawers of bills 
of exchange to ship their cotton and tobacco they then had in readiness to for- 
ward to their Factors to meet those bills, at a time when sales.were readily of- 
fered at fair prices. Such unlookedfor disappointments, beyond -human control, 
rendered it a matte? of general and uniform duty on the port of the Bank, to 
exert every possiblé‘ effort in its power to save its numerous debtors from such 
destructive sacrificéS as were calculated to prostrate them, and greatly to injure 
the Banks‘and the country. The efforts used, although great for the Bank. pro- 
ved-unavailing, and a general suspension of payments by the Factors of New 
Orleans, abóut. the middle of April last, completed the catastrophe, and the re- 
sult was'a return of alfbills, maturing after that peu under protest for non- 
payment. 

~ A "Thése distressing and unlookedfor disasters were soon followed 1 by that morg ` 
serious and important disaster, the general suspension of specie payments by’ 
the Banks of the United Stafes. Such a series of distressing events, following 
each other in rapid succession, +I endered it impossible for the Banks of Tennessee 
to withstand such «tor rent of calamities,and though last in the catalogue of sus- 

‘pending Banks, they "found themselves compelled, en the! 25th of May last, to 

suspend their specie payments; in accordance to a request to do so by a highly 

respectable: meeting of the citizens of Nashville.and the surrounding country, 
.' .previoiisly. convened for the purpose, of devising sorhe .ffective remedy.for ‘the 
evils which so unexpectedly. involved the coeniry-in: “difficulties.of such serious : 
magnitude. Such a course of policy being the only one, under all the-circum- 
stances of the timésjw hich could enable the Banks of Tennessee:tasfurnigh and 
sustain a circulation when supported by a generous. confidence. ofthe people at 
large, that would carry the State through all the difficulties of so trying a crisis

. “The debtdue to the United States from this Bank - on the frst of Jainiaiy 
Tasty amounted to $007,818 65, which, by payment to pensioners, the volun- 
feers-and.others, with the transfer to the credit of the State of Tennessee of 
a. part of the three first instalments of her share of the surplus’ revenue of the 

: United States, has been reduced to $159,831 83, and which balance will no 
‘doubt: be^continued with the Bank for the future payment of the pensioners, 
‘who have been and will continue to be, paid in specie. The Bank has paidi in 
-specie.for account of the United States, fully double the amount it ever receiv- 

-ed therefrom in specie. 

Loud and numerous complaints having been very industriously circulated 
‘agdinst'this.Bank, charging it with permitting a ‘few commission merchants to 
monopolise. all the loans of the Bank to the almost entire exclusion of the mer- 
‘chant, the traden and the less wealthy part of the community, it becomes ne- 
-cessary to -state, in explanation, that an examination of the Books of the 
Bank will prove such charges to be incorrect. 

The persons alluded to in the complaint against the Bank, were acceptors of 
‘pills, and therefore were securities for the drawers, and generally acted as agents 
between:the drawers and the Bank, receiving the proceeds of the bills and 
immediately handing the same over to the drawers thereof to be disbursed in 
wuch'places and in such manner as their necessities or pecuniary operations 
required, by which means the general circulation’ was beneficially increas- 
ed, and the planter obtained ready money for the products of his soil. The 
means ‘to sustain the circulation of the Bank must of necessity be procured 
from New Orleans, through the Domestic Bill operation, in which solvent accep- 
tors are requisite, wherefore it becomes the duty of the Bank to purchase such 
‘bills as were drawn upon houses of established reputation for punctuality and pe- 
cuniary resources. . This.course threw a heavy amount of such transactions on ` 
& few Factors, who wére most intimately known to the drawers of bills, and to 
the Barik, as worthy of high credit for punctuality in their engagements, and 
for anthonest attention to the sales of the produce consigned to them, either for 
payment of.bills or otherwise. "Those Factors have not-been unreasonably in- 
‘dulged as drawers of bills or notes, when the extent of their business, means of 
payment, arid usefulness to the country shall be taken into view. Indeed, what- 
ever they now owe as drawers of bills or notes, have originated in the liquida- 
tion: of. previous acceptances, and their. efforts to sustain their operations where 
tha drawers could by no means get their cctton and tobacco to New Orleans in 
the first months of the current year, by reason, of the unexpected lowness of 
our rivers. To avoid the risk of such large amounts passing through so few 
houses, the ‘Bank took.special care to have each bill purchased, made sécure in- 
dependent of the acceptors, by which policy the debts due to the Bank, whether 

, oy bills or. notes; are. rendered entirely solvent, as will appear a on examination of 
each transaction. 

‘The amount : of bills which necessarily returned under protest: -for ior-pay- 
mient, under the serious disasters already detailed, was very great, and neatly 
the: whole of ‘which, with but few exceptions, have been turned iritoiotés ať 
four months? date. under a present call of 10 per cènt., and these notes ate in- 
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variably endorsed by the acceptors of the original bills thug renewed, together 
with other security, making the-debt safe to the Bank, as well às safe to the.ac- 
ceptors of: the bill whose drawers thus renewed the same debt by their notes. 

I regret the tax this lengthy conimunication imposes upon.your time and pa- . 
tience, but thè importance to the State of the.events stated, rendered a detailed 
explanation of facts necessary for the better information of the Legislature and 
of the people at large.

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The Joint- Comiiites on Banks to Sha were refürred tho PNT made to 
the General Assembly by the Presidents and Directors? of the Union and Plan- 
ters Banks; together with- sundry’ xesolütions. of pen Housës directer 1 said 
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committee, haye had the same under consideration and beg leave io submit the . 
following report. 

-The committee have deemed it incumbent upón them to subject the banks to 
ä searching investigation. This course was required at their hands, as much 
on account of the deranged condition of the currency and the very ‘extensive: 
distrust which exists as to the soundness ‘of their condition and the wisdom of 
their policy, as on account of the large interest which the State has in both the 
. chartered Banks at Nashville. It is due to both these institutions to state that 
they have shown no disposition to obstruct the fullest examination by the com- 
mittee, but on the contrary they have seemed rather to court a degree of scru- 
tiny that would enable the committee to Bret them in their true condition be- 
fpre the General Assembly. 

Fer the purpose of profiting by a division of labor in the committee, it was 
deemed best toassign to particular gentlemen the performance of specific duties. 
With this view/ fourdistinct sub-committees were appointed by’ the chairman of 
the joint committee, two to the Union Bankandtwoto the Planters Bank. That 
no point of inquiry might escape the attention of the sub-committees, the several 
resolutions adopted by the two Houses were carefully collated, and letters of 
instructions covering the inquiries embraced in the séveral resolutions were 
addressed to the sub-committees of the ‘two banks respectively. The following 
is a copy of the letters of instruction for the direction of the sub-committees:

- Srk:—Jn submitting the statement of the condition of the Plenterg Bank of 
Tennessee, itis deemed proper to accompany it with some explanatior relative 
- ta the course of policy pursued by the Directors since the late.derangement and 
embarressment in the business and monied affairs of the country. l 
The trade cf Tennessee was not seriously affected until about the first of 
March lest, when occurred the great reduction. in the price of our produce, and- 
the universal prostration of credit. Cotton, which had previously sold in New 
Orleans at 124 to 16 cents, suddenly declined to 5 to 6 cents, and even; at those 
ruinous prices, great difficulty was experienced in effecting sales. ‘The conse- 
quence of which was, the suspension of most.of the commission merchants inti- 
mately connected with the trade of "Zennessee, and the return of a large amount 
of bills under protest. ‘These bills have generaiiy been taken up by notes, sat- 
isfactorily secured, and the Directors entertain the opinion that no loss will be 
sustained eventually; but so large an amount of the resources of the Bank being 
thus suddenly and unexpectedly rendered unavailable, has caused great: incon- 
venience, both to the Bank and the community, by placing it out of the power of 
the Bank to supply the demand for eastern exchange, ánd Tendering it impru- 
dent to extend that accommodation to the community in the way of discounts 
that was desired, - DS 
The result of the unfortunate difficulties referred to, was the suspension of 
specie payments in May last, by nearly all the Banks in the country, and was 
followed by this Bank on the 25th May. To the Directors it appeared to be 
the only alternative, and was forced upon them by a panic and by causes beyond 
their control. Credit and confidence were totally destroyed, Under these ‘cir- 
cumstances:to have attempted to continue the payment of specie would have 
resulted in the most disastrous consequences, both to the Bank and the commu- 
nity, as the Bank would have been compelled to press its debtors to the utmost 
extent, and to have incurred heavy sacrifices to procure specie, every “dollar of 
which would have been drawn and shipped to pay the pressing foreign., 
demand. i "ul 
In the management of the affairs of the Bank since the suspension, the. Di- 
rectors have been‘actuated by a desire to obviate, us far às practicable, the évils 
of a depreciated currency, to promote the interest of the community, by calling 
upon its debtors to the extent only thatit was convenient to pay, and to afford 
such accommodations as were: deeméd prudent;' by discounting new paper, al- 
ways giving a preference to those who were not indebted, or were not large 
debtors to the Bank. SS 
The reduction of discounts, since the suspension, has arisen from payments 
made upon domestic bills, at points-beyond this State, and not from payments on 
discounted notes.

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REPORT of the Joint Committee on the Penitentiary: 


The Joint Committee of the General Assembly on the Penitentiary, to whom 
was referred the report of the Agent or Keeper, made at the commencement’of 
the present session, with instructions to inquire into and report as to its cor- 
rectness, and also to whom was referred the petition of sundry citizens of Will- 
iamson and Davidson counties, praying the Legislature to regulate by law the 
prices of the articles manufactured by the convicts, &c. have had the same un- 
der consideration, and instructed us to report: 

That the report made by the Keeper to thé-Legislature is a full, fair and cor- 
rect showing of the true state and condition of the Penitentinry on the 30th 
day of September last; as it purports to be. Your Committee have given to this 
subject a close and careful examination, because it was supposed by some that 
` errors did exist, particularly as to the nmount received by tbe Keeper from the 
State between the 30th day of Sept. 1835, and the 30th of Sept. 1837, and for 
the purpose of facilitating this enquiry, a sub-committee was appointed by the 
Chairman, with instructions io examine not only into this item; but also into the 
general correctness of said report. The result of said enquiry is stated in the 
report of said sub-committee herewith presented and marked A., arid by order 
of the joint committee adopted as part of this report. This slows conclusively 
‘to the minds of the Committee that the Keeper has rendered a full account of 
all monies received by him from the State; It might not be amiss here fo state 
that th» record book kept by the Inspectors that went out of office in the fall of 

1835, and in which is a full record of all acts done at the month]y meetings 
which the Inspectors are required by law to hold, shows additional proof of the 
correctness of the Keeper’s report. It seems that since the present Inspectors 
went into office in the fall of 1835, they have not only failed to hold those reg- 
ular monthly meetings required by an act’ passed in 1829, chapter 38, section 
]2. But if meetings have been ‘held there is no report or record of the same 
known to the Committee except the quarterly settlements. We aro instruct- 
ed by the Gommittee to say that the said report of the Keeper is not only 
correct, but fully satisfactory. "There is but one other item which might seem 
to require explanation; the balance of profit shown at the time said account was - 
rendered is $93,644 90. This includes the balance of $9,214 49, which ap- 
pears in favor‘of the Penitentiary in the report of 1835, making the profit of the 
two last years $14,430 41, besides sundry improveniénts shown in the report 
‘ofthe Keeper. | We consider that it would bé an act of injustice toa faithful ; 
and efficient public servant if we were to pass from this subject of inquiry 
without expressing our highest approbation of the excellent management of the 
Keeper, the cleilt'and the assistants; there is. neatiiess and attention fo the’ 
comfort of the unfortunate convicts; and such a display of economy, industry 
and wisdom in every of the various departments of business carried on, such at- 
tention must insure in the opinion of your committee, the future success of this 
establishment, under continued: good management, and before which the most 
stern "a unbending prejudices of those opposed to Penitentiaries must ultimate- 
ly yiek 
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The petitions from sundry^mechanies of Williamson and Davidson counties 
pray that this Legislature will regulate the prices of articles manufactured by 
the convicts, (and sold in this State) by the standard ` of auction sale valuation 
or otherwise, and also object to the convicts being taught mechanical trades. 
Your Committee have given these petitions all the attention which an applica- 
tion from'a respectable portion of the community should always meét, and say 
without Hesitation that it would not only be improper but fuinous to the Peniten. 
tiary to attempt either of the plans proposed by the petitioners. It-is necessary 
to employ the convicts in mechanical trades or to keep theni idle andon expense 
to the State. It would in effect destroy the institution to place it iñ the power 
of an association of mechanics to furnish a standard of prices to the keeper.— 
Ifthe institution was doing a losing business and was a yearly charge to the 
State, a complaint that prices were:two Jow and a call for Legislative provision 
might seem more appropriate; but on the contrary the réports made to your 
body show a handsome profit, and we. consider it the surest policy to’ leave it as 
heretofore distretionary with the Keeper to affix such prices as his own judg- 
ment dictates. Your Committee have taken some pains to ascertain. the prices 
of articles sold by the Keeper, and from the best information. they car get, are 
well satisfied he charges now a higher price for the articles manufactured there 
than is charged in other markets; the stone department, for instance, the one 
that shows the highest profit to the State, and the one against which Toud com- - 
plaints have been raised by the mechanics. Now your Committee are well sat- 
isfied that the prices charged by the Keeper are from 334 to 50 pef cént higher 
than the prices charged in Ohio, for some kinds of stone’ work; your Committee 

‘ate therefore constrained to believe that a very small deduction in prices at the 
Penitentiary would enable the stro cutters of Ohio'to ship and undersell the 
Keeper in the city of Nashville. 

In thé other departments of business we consider that it would be’ inexpedient 
to make any interference, and that we should leave it to the sound discre- 
tion of those connected therewith. It is evident from the last report of the 
Keeper that the Penitentiary will, under such management as the past, yield a 
handsome profit to the State. The question then arises, in: what maiiner: shall 
this profit be disposed: of. Your Committee would suggest the propriety of ad- 
ding such surplus to the Common School Fund, as may be. in the hands of the 
Keeper from time to time; and therefore recommend the passage of- the accom- 
panying bill." Your Committee have also had under consideration that part of 

. the message of His Excellency; Governor Cannon, which recommends. the 

election of an Inspector to serve in his stead, and deeming it reasonable, recom- 

mend the passage of. the bill providing for the: same; all of which is respectfully. 

submitted. —. - .

| REPORT: 

This Bill is the copy of one reported by the Chairman of he: Committee on 
Internal Improvements of the House of Representatives, and is, in: the opinion 
of your committee, well calculated to promote some of the'desirable objects de- 
signated in its caption. The country is now groaning under.a heavy. pecunia- 


ry pressure which :has reduced the price of.labor, and the - productions of the : 


soil to little over one-half their former value. A heavy European debt contract- 
ed during a period ef high prosperity, is:draining away the small amgant, of cir- 
culating medium which yet remains‘amongst us, and unless some. remedy i 1s de- 
vised for the relief of the.country, the future presents a gloomy picture of^ un- 
paralleled distress. The-debts of , the country can only. be paid. by the produc- 


tions of our labor;. „and. while ‘the price of labor ‘remains as-low, as it now is,- 


our opportunity of payment is most discouraging. ;The people appeal. tọ the 
Legislature for some method of relief;’ and they desire that the mode of, relief 
to be adopted should not be merely tem porary, but that the. policy. of .the Legis- 
lature should look also to. the future; Sand if possible, place their.. labor.and-in- 
dustry upon a permanentand secure basis. To borrow, money and place dtina 
Bank to be loaned out and called for again withi interest; may give temporary 
relief, but the people must at last depend 6n their labor to discharge them fram 
debt. The pressure of which they complain is in fruth a pressure on the value 
of their labor. Oun policy should therefore have two points in view: First, to 
bring money into the country to furnish à present circulating medium; and se- 
condly, to open'a field for industry and:enterprize at a time when, labor employ- 
£d in cultivating the soil is of so little value. For Tennessee, in her sove- 
-reignty to borrow money and loan. it. aut to her citizens and. thereby; creafe large 
debts from the people to the State, without at the same time paving, the way by 
which their industry might discharge these . debts, would lead to-evils greater 
than, those which now oppressus. A State in its sovereignty to ‘become a 
meré: 'banker,. loaning out money to its citizens, has in all countries been deem- 
ed of doubtful policy; but when applied to a popular government is, in the: 'epin- 
zion of your Committeé, the worst of evils. - The Legislature, in such case, is 
: 4he Bank directory. The: whole capitalis under. popular, influence; every pop- 
ular élection. ‘changes the plan ‘of operations to be ‘pursued ‘by the Bank. The 
people become indebted to the.,-bank, and every election is decided by one con- 
trolling influence. This leads to endless changes and endless confusion}; Af. ex- 
perience has settled any one truth in financial science, it is, that suceessful 
banking cannot be carried on:by popular management. To this point we have 
the example of those States which have tested it. Kentucky has tried it and

. nessee will awake, throw off her timidity, and go to the work; she has it yet in 
_ her power to reach a destiny of-unrivalled grcatness, and be to the South and 
West what the-mighty State of New York is to the North, Nature has selected 
her as the great thoraughfare of the South, and given her opportunit:es to attain: 
the highest commercial importance. Her destiny is.in her own hands. "Your 
Committee, with an eyeto all the subjects and considerations presented to them, 
have arrived at the conclusion that to charter a- Bank merely for the.purgose of 
Banking, would be inexpedient; but believe a bank as a mere fiscal-agent, hav:

good. Believing that the bill referred to has for its object the advaricement. of 
the foregoing policy, and would contribute largely to its accompiishment, your.

' "The Joint Select Committee to whom were referred «A Bill to dispose of thé 
` Oeaee. Lands,” and a resolution instructing sdid Committee “to enquire into the 
' expediency of bringing said Lands into sfiarket, by appointing a Receiver; and 
having said lands sold .at auction, for prompt payment, giving to no one citizen 
a priority over ànother,? have had the same under consideration, dnd usk leave- 
to submit the following ^ .* ; - ` 
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The Lands constituting the Ocoee District, are 'situated jn-the South East — 
corner of the State, bordering on the States of Georgia ‘and North Carolina, 
fand.comprising the territory of the county of Bradley, and portions of the coun- - 
ties’ of Meigs, Hamilton, McMinn und Monrge. From the best-estimate the ' 
Committee have been able to make, they suppose that there are eight hundréd 
thousand acres of land comprised within the District, and that by far the greater 
portion of it consists of mountains, ridges, ond barren uplands, wholly unfit for 
cultivation, and possessing but little value: On the rivers and-erceks there aro 
narrow strips of bottom land, . which, together with some -of the Islands, and 9. 

- small portion of the uplands, constitute the only valuable lands in the District. ' 

From all the information they have obtained from those who have a personal . ~ 
acquaintance with the face of the country and.the chatacter of the soil, they 

"have felt themselves justified in fizing upon -soven dollars and fifty cents as a 

full, fair and adequate price for the first quality, and have.graduated tho price

— "These lands constitute a part of the Terrifory.ceded to the General Governs 

. ment by the State of North Carolina by the cession act of 1780. Tho title 

thereto'remainsd.in the General Government until the year 18006, when by an 

act of Congress of that year, all the vacant and unappropriated land within the 
State of ‘Tentressee lying north and east of the Congressional reservation lino _ 

were relinquishéd të thé State of Tennessee, subject however to the Indian title.

From the best information tho Commitee have shiained, i empposi dist 
there is at. this time a voting white population of trenty-fite " hundred persons ` 
settled upon the lands under consideration. "Many of the presént settlers re- 
sided iù that.country long. before the passage. of“ the-actof 1833, extending the 
jurisdiction of the State, over that portion of the Territory, ' but_the largest por- 
tioh of them have made their. settlements subsequent to the; passage of said act. 
The Ccmmittee are ef ‘opinion from. ail their intori ihation, that hy far the greater 
portion of the good and tillable lands are already Settled—and-indeed taking into ^ 
consideration the-great extent of mountains and barren ridges, thé countr y may 
be well said to be densely popu'ated 1 e025 
The committee, have-deemed it- needful to give the forgoing historigal-and ge- 
ogra phical account of the Ocoee District; that the General Assembly might have 
at one view, alf i the information’ ‘desirable, in making a proper disposition of the 
lands. They will now- proceed to state briefly; the reasons which have opera- 
„ted on their minds, i in. inducing: them.to recommend to the General Assembly, 
the passage of the accompanying bill;-two modés are suggested Tor the sale and. 
disposition of the lands under consideration-—one- by public sale at auction for 
cash——the other by entry f for éash, at. graduated prices: . - 
` The committee coricéive ‘that the leading objéct with the Legislature i is te 
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ndopt that mode, which will secure a ‘fall, fair, and adequate price for the lands. e: 
Acting as we are, as Trustees for the interests of Education, we c nnot.but feel. 
the hic h obligation 1esting upon us, to dispose of the lands at a fair value. ; 

For tunately for the General Assembly we are not without the beneficial les 
sons of experience, o on the subject of dispesing of lands at public auction and. by 
entry. The history of the public land sales under the direction of the General 
Government, presents a scene of continued «combinations ‘among capitalists, to 
monopolize the choice lands at reduced. prices, for. purposes of speculation, which 
has very justly « cast an odium, upon that i bigae of-diesiasing of ihe public domain. 
The committee car see no reason to doubt but that capital Would scel: an invest- 
ment in-the Ocoee Lands, in the same manner, und that ihe influence of asm 
ciated interests and combined capital, would drive out competition, and secure 
the landsatan under value perhaps with a viow of speculating upon, and ex- 
torting from the actual settlers. But if any means could be adopted, to prevent 
the sacrifice of the lands in consequence of such combination, the committee can 
readily conceive, that a combination could casily: be made. among the settlers, to 
prevent competition, ard secure their occupancies at reduced prices, ‘The great 
object with the settlers, is to secure their homes; they have bestowed their Jabor 
upon the lands, have er rected i impr. vements, and enhanced the value of the soil, 
The watchful eve of capital, sceking profifable investment, has seen the settler 
clinging to bis occupancy, and knows that, sooner than give up his home, and 
submit to the inconvenience and loss, of removing his all, ke will suffer the 
unfeeling to speculate upon his necessities , ccmphitiations will ke formed to take 
advantage of the situation of the settlers; and whilst the state and common school 
fund will be defrauded, the settler will be either oppressed, or forced to leave his 
home. 

Such considerations as these, which might be greatly exten: "ed and enlarged, 
‘aswell as confirmed by the history of all publie land sales, both by the Federal 
and State Governments, have satisfiec tle committee that it will be inexpedient 
to dispose of the lands at publie aucticn. 

* In considering the other mode of disposing of said lands, to wit: by entry, 
the committee will concede that objections huve occured to their niinds, but they 
bear no comparison with the objections, to a disposition at public auction. The 
greatest difficulty with the committee, in maturing the plan for .disposing of 
the lands by entry, has beon, the proper graduation of the prices of the lands. 

In satisfying their minds an thie subject, they have resorted to the best infor- 
mation witliin their reach, and feel no hesitancy in expressing the opinion, that 
ihe priees recommended by them, will secure tothe state, an adequate value 
forall the lands. It should not be forgotten, that in justice and equity, the state 

‘ought only to expect to reccive the value of the lands in an unimproved condition. 

Whatever additional value : as been given to them, by reason of the improve- 
ments made, or by reason of the.establishment of roads, towns, mills, and other 
facilities for enjoying the advantages of the country, has all been given by the 
sacrifices and labor, and enterprise of the present settlers. Whether the cit. 
izens resident then underwent these sacrifices voluntarily, and against law, or 
whether their emigration was countenanced and sanctioned by the Federal and 
state authorities, are questions deserving cf no consideration, so far as the interest _ 
othe state Is conercned. She can reasonably and equitably expect nothing

Theres still a further, ‘corisideration,: which has dud ne weight with ‘the 
Committee. The- largest portion of the country is already: tenanted by settlers; 


who are wailing. i aaaitey-fbraii opportunity: to-perfect their titlés, They 
axe auched, to their improvements, and sooner than. abandon them, they will, in 


many instances prefer to give a price above ‘the inwinsic value of the lands. 
. To illustrate this position, the’ highest price fixed by the committee" ig $ 7,50 - 
per. acre. Some few tracts are worth.more than this: price; they will of course 
she entered at the: price stated. Others are worth just $7,50, and of course; 
` ‘they will be entered.at thaf price. -But still there are many others that are not 
' worth $7,50, but worth more than five dollars, the next graduated price. The 
setlers residing on such last mentioned tracts, have made improvements and are 
comfortably situated; they know that their. occupancy is'subject to entry oxer 
` their heads, if they. fail to enter within a specified time. “They -do not know,” 
~ but that some other person, may place a highér value on the land, than they do. 
In order to ayoid the danger of having their lands entered over their heads, and 
themselves and families turned out of doors, they will prefer to enter the land at 
-$7,50, although:they may not believe-it to be worth more than five or six. 

The Comniittee believe, that what is here suid, will be. applicable to a- largo 
portion of the settlers,.and therefore, that notwithstanding -there may be some 
choice spots worth more than $7,59, upon ‘the whole, the lands will bring more 
money, by making this sum the highest price. — - 

The same remarks might be made with equal truth, to all the other prióes re- 
conimended by the Committee. 

The committee can discover no danger to be apprehended, from combinations 
by capitalists, or by the setlers, in disposing of the land by entry. If they have 
succeeded in ascertaining and fixing the prices at fair and reasonable rates, 

. (aud they are satisfied they have) they feel no doubt but that the state will re- 
ceive a full and fair value for the lands. 

The only remaining point requiring the attention of the committee, is that 
feature of the proposed bill, which proposes to give to the actual setlers a prefer- 
ence right of entry for a limited time. 

Whatever may be our notion of such a policy upon nice legal EEE 
the committee can conceive of no reason for making the Ocoee Setlers an excep- 
tion to a general rule, which has received the uniform sanction of all former. 
times. The committee know of no instance in the state, where the actual setler 
has not been prefered. In the disposition of the lands South of French Broad and 
Holston & west of big Pigeon rivers, in the Hiwassee lands, & in the country south 
and west of the Congressional reservation line, they find the General Assembly at 
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all times exercising a scrupulous and guardian care, oyer the interests of heset , 
ler. They can discover nothing in the condition Ste Ocneo country to justify - 
a departure from this üniform policy.’ 

Whether the settlers in the Ocoee District, wore encouraged and invited to that 
country, by the Federal Government, the committee will not undertake to deter- 
mirie, but they believe they can safely assert, that the Federal, as well'as State 
unthorities have countenanced such. settlements, and. have regardéd "tiem as 
auxiliary, i in carrying out the great policy of causing a removal of the Indians 
West of the Mississippi river. However.this question may be, it is certain that. 
the seti rs have made al! the sacrifices, and ‘endured all the hardshi S, and” 
risked all the dangers, that have been incident to the setlers and pioneers, in all 
other portions of the state; to svhom —tho-state has uniformly extended prefer- 
ence rights. -The Ocoee district is now populated by an muusuisss,. enterppi. 
sing and honest yeomanry, who are attached fo their homes, by the very Fara- 
ships and sacrifices they have endured, and who are looking with anxiety to tho.. 
General Assembly for the perfection of their titles. The setlers neither ask nor 
expect the General Assembly to trench upon the legitimate school fund, for 
their bencfit:—they only ask to'be secured in their homes ata fair valuetibr 
and to have the hand of the Capitalist stayed, that they- may be allowed to be- 
come fee simple tenants of thesoil, It is the interest and policy of the state, 
to bind her citizens to the soil, and make them landholders. - 

The Billonly proposes to carry out the policy by pursuing the uniform course. 
of the state on all former occasions by granting preference rights for a limited 
time to the actual setlers, and if from poverty or other circumstances the settlers. | 
fail to secure their occupancies, the General Eoterer shall remunerate them for 
their improvements. 

‘The committee recommend to the General Assembly the passage of tho.ac« 
sompanying Bill, with an amendment herewith reported. 5
